(Preface 

“The  selectman,  before  the  annual  town  meeting, 
shall  at  the  expense  of  the  town  print  the  annual  town  re¬ 
port,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants,  containing  the  report 
of  the  selectmen  for  the  financial  year  preceding  said 
meeting,  the  report  of  the  school  committee,  and,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  by  vote  or  by-law  of  the  Town,  of 
such  other  officers  and  boards  as  considered  expedient  to 
make  a  report,  the  jury  list  as  required  by  chapter  two 
hundred  thirty-four,  and  such  other  matters  as  the  law,  or 
the  town  by  vote  or  by-law,  requires,  or  as  the  selectmen 
consider  expedient.  If  the  selectmen  neglect  or  refuse  to 
make  the  annual  town  report,  they  shall  severally  forfeit 
fifty  dollars”  General  Laws :  Chapter  40,  Section  40. 

“The  head  of  each  Town  department  and  every  com¬ 
mittee  or  board  appointed  or  elected  shall  on  or  before 
the  15th  of  January  report  in  writing  to  the  Selectmen  on 
their  doings  during  the  preceding  calendar  year  and  their 
recommendations  for  action  by  the  Town.  These  reports 
shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  Selectmen  shall  prescribe. 

Sect.  2.  The  Selectmen  shall  cause  to  be  printed  and 
distributed  before  the  annual  Town  Meeting  the  reports 
of  the  various  Town  officers,  boards  and  committees,  and 
shall  cause  copies  of  said  report  to  be  distributed  to  each 
registered  voter  of  the  Town  who  shall  apply  therefor  at 
at  the  office  of  the  Selectmen.”

— Voted  no 
action. 

ARTICLE  12-A.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repeal  Section  8 
of  Article  XIII  of  the  “Revised  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Braintree, 
Massachusetts,  1940’’  which  reads  as  follows:  “No  person  shall  coa^t 
upon  or  across  any  sidewalk  or  street  in  the  Town  except  at  such  times 
and  in  such  places  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by  the  Se¬ 
lectmen.” — Voted  no  action. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  for  the  eradica¬ 
tion  and  prevention  of  “Dutch  Elm”  disease,  so-called,  or  take  any  ac¬ 
tion  relative  thereto. — Voted  no  action. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  for  site  improve¬ 
ment  or  completion  at  “Union  Village”  so-called  and  other  expenses  not 
chargeable  to  Federal  Funds,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  That  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $300.00 
to  be  used  for  playground  supervision  at  Union  Village,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Union  Village  Project  Manager. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  XIII 
of  the  “Revised  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Braintree,  Massachusetts 
1940”  by  inserting  after  Section  17  the  following  new  section:  “Section 
18.  No  person  shall  behave  himself  in  a  rude  or  disorderly  manner,  nor 
use  indecent,  profane  or  insulting  language  in  any  street,  public  place, 
or  public  building  in  this  town,  nor  be  or  remain  upon  any  doorstep,  por¬ 
tico  or  other  projection  thereto,  to  the  annoyance  or  disturbance  of  any 
person;  nor  shall  any  person  willfully  frighten  any  horse  or  other  ani¬ 
mal,  nor  engage  in  any  game,  sport  or  amusement  in  any  street  of  the 
town,  whereby  the  free,  safe  and  convenient  use  thereof,  by  travelers 
thereon,  shall  in  any  way  be  interrupted,  or  the  occupants  of  adjoining 
estates  unreasonably  annoyed  and  disturbed.” — Voted  no  action. 

ARTICLE  15-A.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  1, 
Section  4  of  the  Town  By-Laws  iby  striking  out  of  said  section  the  word 
“ten”  and  substituting  therefor  the  word  “twenty”,  so  that,  as  so 
amended,  said  Section  4  will  read  as  follows:  Section  4.  Notice  of  every 
Town  Meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  Constable  of  the  Town  by  posting 
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attested  copies  of  the  warrant  in  one  or  more  public  places  in  each  vot¬ 
ing  precinct  twenty  days  at  least  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  meeting^ 
also  by  publication  of  a  copy  of  the  warrant  once  each  week  for  two 
successive  weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  Town,  if 
there  be  any,  Ijhe  first  publication  to  be  at  least  eight  days  before  said 
meeting.” 

Voted:  That  Article  15- A  be  taken  up  in  conjunction  with  Article 
15-B. 

ARTICLE  15-B.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  perti¬ 
nent  section  of  its  existing  by-laws  by  providing  in  appropriate  lan¬ 
guage  that  the  warrants  for  Annual  Town  Meetings  shall  be  posted 
twenty  days  at  least  before  such  meetings. 

Voted:  That  Article  1,  Section  4  of  the  Town  By-Laws  be  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  “Section  4.  Notice  of  every  Annual  Town 
Meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  Constable  of  the  Town  by  posting  attested 
copies  of  the  warrant  in  one  or  more  public  places  in  each  voting  pre¬ 
cinct  twenty  days  at  least  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  meeting,  also  by 
publication  of  a  copy  of  the  warrant  once  each  week  for  two  successive 
weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  Town,  if  there  be 
any,  the  first  publication  to  be  at  least  eight  days  before  said  meeting. 
Notice  of  every  Special  Town  Meeting  shall  be  given  in  like  manner 
except  that  such  posting  shall  be  ten  days  at  least  before  the  date  fixed 
for  such  Special  Town  Meeting.” 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  strike  out  Section 
5  of  Article  VI  of  the  “Revised  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Braintree, 
Massachusetts  1940”  and  substitute  therefor  the  following:  “Every 
contract  for  construction  work,  whether  for  alterations,  repairs  or 
original  construction,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  amounts  to  $500.00  or 
more,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  suitable  bond  for  the  performance  of 
same,  or  by  the  deposit  of  money  or  security  to  the  amount  of  the  esti¬ 
mated  cost.” — So  voted. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Building 
Code  by  inserting  after  Section  7  of  Part  1  the  following  new  section: 
“Section  7-A.  No  person  shall  install  wires,  conduits,  apparatus,  fix¬ 
tures,  or  other  appliances  for  carrying  or  using  electricity  for  light, 
heat,  or  power  within,  or  connected  to  any  building,  without  first  noti¬ 
fying  the  inspector  of  wires,  in  writing,  on  forms  provided  for  the 
purpose,  of  the  proposed  installation.” — So  voted. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  further  amend  the 
Building  Code  by  inserting  after  Section  4  of  Part  1,  the  following  new 
section:  “Section  4-A.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this 
By-Law  no  permit  to  erect,  construct,  extend,  alter  or  restore  any  build¬ 
ing  shall  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  unless 
and  until  a  permit  therefor  has  been  issued  by  the  Board  of  IJealth.” — 
Voted  no  action. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Paragraph  1, 
Section  1  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  by  substituting  for  “Zoning  Map  dated. 
May  2,  1940”  as  previously  amended,  the  “Zoning  Map  revised  Decem¬ 
ber  10,  1947,”  or  make  any  lesser  change. 

Voted:  That  Paragraph  1,  Section  1  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  be 
amended  by  substituting  for  “Zoning  Map  dated  May  2,  1940”  as  previ¬ 
ously  amended,  the  “Zoning  Map  revised  December  10,  1947,”  or  make 
any  lesser  change. 
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Voted:  That  Paragraph  1,  Section  1  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  be 
amended  by  substituting  for  ‘‘Zoning  Map  dated  May  2,  1940”  as  previ¬ 
ously  amended,  the  “Zoning  Map  revised  March  9,  1948”.  Disapproved 
by  Attorney  General. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section  VIII, 
Paragraph  5  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  to  read:  “LOT  SIZE.  No  building, 
except  one-story  buildings  of  accessory  use,  shall  be  erected  in  a  Resi¬ 
dence  A  District  on  a  lot  containing  less  than  fifteen  thousand  square 
feet  or  less  than  one  hundred  feet  wide;  and  no  building,  except  one- 
story  buildings  of  accessory  use,  in  a  Residence  B  or  C  District  and  no 
dwelling,  in  a  Business  or  Industrial  District  shall  be  erected  on  a  lot 
containing  l§ss  than  seventy-five  hundred  square  feet  or  less  than 
seventy  feet  wide,  the  lot  width  in  each  case  to  be  measured  through 
that  part  of  the  building  to  be  erected  where  the  lot  is  narrowest;  pro¬ 
vided  that  one  building  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which,  at  the  time 
this  by-law  is  adopted,  either  is  separately  owned  or  contains  five  thou¬ 
sand  square  feet,  is  fifty  feet  wide  and  is  shown  on  a  recorded  plan  of 
lots.  In  a  Residence  A  or  B  District  not  more  than  thirty-five  per  cent 
of  the  area  of  any  lot  shall  be  occupied  by  a  building  or  buildings,  and 
in  a  Residence  C,  Business  or  Industrial  District  not  more  than  fifty 
percentof  any  lot  occupied  by  a  dwelling  shall  be  occupied  by  a  build¬ 
ing  or  buildings,  provided  that  on  any  corner  lot  an  additional  four  hun¬ 
dred  square  feet  may  be  occupied.”' — So  voted. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  and  the  Zoning  Map  dated  May  2,  1940,  by  providing  that  the 
following  described  area  shall  be  included  in  the  Business  Zone:  an  area, 
bounded  Northerly  by  Washington  Street,  Easterly  by  Church  Street, 
Southerly  by  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  and  Westerly  by  a  line  parallel 
to  and  approximately  475  feet  from  the  Northerly  side  of  Washington 
Street. — So  voted. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  so  amend  its  Zoning 
By-Law  as  to  change  to  a  Business  District  the  area  on  both  sides  of 
Washington  Street  between  President  Road  on  the  East  side  and  Com¬ 
mon  Street  on  the  West  side  and  Capen’s  Bridge  in  each  instance,  to  an 
appropriate  depth  from  said  Washington  Street  or  make  any  lesser 
change  in  the  zoning  of  said  area. 

Voted:  That  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  the  Zoning  Map  dated  May  2, 
1940,  be  amended  to  provide  that  the  following  described  area  be 
changed  to  a  Business  District  Zone:  The  area  bounded  by  the  easterly 
side  of  Washington  Street  between  President  Road  and  the  present 
business  area  at  Capen’s  Bridge  and  to  the  depth  of  the  lot  or  lots 
from  said  Washington  Street. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to*  so  amend  its  Zoning 
By-Law  as  to  change  to  a  business  district  the  area,  to  an  appropriate 
depth,  on  the  North  side  of  Pond  Street  between  Town  Street  and  the 
Farm  River  or  make  any  lesser  change  in  the  zoning  of  said  area. 

Voted:  That  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  the  Zoning  Map  dated  May  2, 
1940,  be  amended  to  provide  that  the  following  described  area  be 
changed  to  a  Business  District  Zone:  The  northerly  side  of  Pond  Street, 
from  Town  Street  to  the  Farm  River  and  to  the  depth  of  100  feet  irom 
said  Pond  Street. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  or  borrow  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of 
the  Water  Department,  the  same  to  be  taken  from  the  revenue  of  the 
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Department,  and  the  unexpended  balance  of  1947,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. — No  action  necessary. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
appropriate  from  the  income  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  salaries 
of  the  Water  Commissioners. — No  action  necessary. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  from 
the  income  of  the  Electric  Light  Department,  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred 
($300.00)  for  the  salaries  of  the  Electric  Light  Commissioners. — No 
action  necessary. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  include  in  the  tax 
levy  for  electricity  used  for  street  lighting,  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand 
Five  Hundred  dollars  ($10,500.00)  as  appropriated  under  Article  7  of 
the  warrant  for  the  year  1948  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  that  said  sum 
together  with  the  income  from  sales  of  electricity  to  private  consumers 
oi-  for  current  supplied  to  Municipal  buildings  or  for  Municipal  power, 
and  from  the  sales  of  appliances  and  jobbing  during  the  current  fiscal 
year  be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Municipal  Light  Plant  the  whole 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Municipal  Light 
Board  for  repairs,  renewals,  new  construction  and  operating  expenses 
of  the  Plant  for  the  fiscal  year,  as  defined  in  Section  57,  Chapter  164 
General  Laws  and  that  if  said  income  shall  exceed  the  expense  for  the 
fiscal  year  such  amount  of  excess  as  is  deemed  necessary  by  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Light  Board  shall  be  transferred  to  the  construction  fund  of  said 
plant  and  appropriated  and  shall  be  used  for  such  additions  to  the  plant 
as  may  thereafter  be  authorized  by  the  Municipal  Light  Board  and  any 
remaining  amount  paid  into  the  surplus  of  the  Town  Treasury. — So 
voted. 

ARTICLE  28.  $  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or  borrow  and 
appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  any  sum  or  sums  of 
money,  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners,  for  the 
construction  of  sewers  for  sanitary  purposes,  or  take  any  action  rela¬ 
tive  thereto. 

Voted:  That  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $150,- 
000.00  for  the  construction  of  additional  sewers  for  sanitary  purposes 
under  the  direction  of  the  Sewer  Commissioners,  and  that  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  shall  be  included  in  the  tax  levy  of 
the  current  year  and  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Select¬ 
men,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  and 
to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor,  payable  in  accordance

at  the  rate  of  $1.75  per  linear  foot  of  such  frontage,  and  according  to 
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the  area  of  such  land  within  a  fixed  depth  of  100  feet  from  such  way 
at  the  rate  of  $0.0175  per  square  foot  of  such  area,  these  rates  having 
been  found  and  determined  to  be  each  one-half  of  the  estimated  re¬ 
maining  cost.  This  redetermination  shall  not  apply  to  assessments 
levied  prior  to  the  date  of  this  vote.

To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  for  conveying 
pupils  to  and  from  the  public  schools,  including  pupils  attending  certain 
private  schools,  including  the  purchase  of  buses  or  other  vehicles,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. — Voted  no  action. 

ARTICLE  32.  To  see  what  sums,  in  addition  to  funds  already 
appropriated,  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  for  the  support  of  adult  evening*  schools,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. — No  action  necessary. 

ARTICLE  33.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  an  addition  or 
additions  to  one  or  more  of  the  elementary  school  buildings  and  for 
originally  equipping  the  same;  determine  whether  the  money  shall  be 
provided  for  by  borrowing,  by  appropriation  from  available  funds  in 
the  Treasury,  by  appropriation  from  the  Post-War  Rehabilitation  Fund 
and/or  from  the  Stabilization  Fund,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
(Taken  up  in  conjunction  with  Article  34).

early  this  summer. 

To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  for  the  elimi¬ 
nation  of  ragweed  and  poison  ivy  from  public  ways  in  the  Town  and 
land  adjacent  thereto,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  Reference  to  the  Highway  Department. 

ARTICLE  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  new  highway 
garage  located  on  land  of  the  Town  off  Union  Street  on  the  site  of  the 
present  highway  garage  and  for  originally  equipping  and  furnishing- 
same  or  for  either  of  the  above  purposes;  determine  how  the  money 
shall  be  provided  for,  by  borrowing,  by  appropriation  from  available 
funds  in  the  Treasury,  by  appropriation  from  the  Post-War  Rehabilita¬ 
tion  Fund,  and/or  from  the  Stabilization  Fund,  or  take  any  action  rela¬ 
tive  thereto. 
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Voted:  That  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$75,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  new  highway  garage  located

Voted:  That  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $680.00 
for  the  construction  of  Storrs  Avenue  Extension,  so-called,  running  be¬ 
tween  the  present  location  of  Storrs  Avenue  and  Walnut  Street.

functions  of  government  to  their'  town  government,  other  functions  to 
their  state  government  and  still  other  functions  to  their  national  govern¬ 
ment  and  are  now  willing  to  delegate  further  limited  functions  of 
government  to  a  world  government  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
peace;  NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  people  of  Brain¬ 
tree,  Massachusetts,  in  Town  Meeting  assembled,  that  they  call  upon 
their  representatives  in  the  Congress,  in  the  Executive  Department  of 
the  United  States  and  in  the  United  Nations,  to  take  note  of  these 
truths  and  forthwith  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  have  our 
delegates  to  the  United  Nations  present  or  support  amendment  of  the 
Charter  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  United  Nations  into  a  world 
government  capable  of  enacting,  interpreting,  and  enforcing  world  law 
to  prevent  war;  and,  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  a  copy  of 
this  Resolution  be  transmitted  to  both  Senators  from  Massachusetts, 
the  Congressman  from  the  13th  Congressional  District,  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  United  States  rep¬ 
resentatives  in  the  United  Nations. 

ARTICLE  72.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  section 
103-A  of  Chapter  54  of  the  General  Laws,  relative  to  absentee  voting 
at  regular  town  elections. — Voted  no  action.

TESTIMONIAL  BY  SELECTMEN 
CHIEF  FRED  A.  TENNEY 


August  10,  1948 


The  Selectmen  desire  to  spread  upon  their  records  the  following 
memorial  of  the  service  of  Fred  A.  Tenney  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  on  this  the  date  of  his  retirement  from  active  duty: 

Fred  A.  Tenney  was  born  in  Braintree  on  August  10,  1883,  the  son 
of  Michael  and  Hannah  E.  Tenney,  was  educated  in  the  public  schools 
and  upon  graduation  entered  the  shoe  business.  He  there  demonstrated 
the  quality  of  leadership  for  which  he  was  to  be  so  conspicuous  in  after 
life  by  being  for  six  years  President  of  Local  143  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers’  Union,  an  organization  of  six  hundred  members. 

He  became  a  call  fireman  on  January  1st,  1902,  and  was  appointed 
one  of  the  board  of  Fire  Engineers  on  May  12,  1912. 

In  1914  he  became  Chief  and  the  first  full-time,  permanent  man 
in  the  department  in  which  the  personnel  then  consisted  of  himself  and 
seventy-two  call  men.  There  was  at  that  time  one  piece  of  motorized 
apparatus,  that  before  its  conversion,  had  been  a  Buick  touring  car. 
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On  retirement  the  Chief  commanded  twenty-seven  full-time  officers 
and  men  and  thirty-five  call  men  in  a  department  with  nine  pieces  of 
modern,  motorized  fire  apparatus  and  four  auxiliary  vehicles,  housed 
in  three  stations. 

This  progress  in  personal  and  physical  equipment  is  a  reflection 
of  the  Chief’s  ability,  persistence  and  devotion  to  duty,  and  without 
the  Town’s  realization  of  his  integrity  and  the  presence  in  him  of  these 
other  qualities  this  progress  would  have  been  impossible. 

By  his  knowledge,  example  and  quality  of  leadership,  he  has 
built  up  in  his  officers  and  men  a  degree  of  morale,  efficiency  and 
loyalty  that  can  be  safely  said  to  be  unsurpassed  in  any  fire  depart¬ 
ment  in  the  Commonwealth. 

It  is,  therefore,  the  desire  of  the  undersigned  that  this  shall  be 
a  permanent  record  and  the  secretary  is  hereby  directed  that  a  copy 
hereof  be  furnished  to  the  Town  Clerk,  that  future  generations  may 
know  of  Chief  Tenney’s  accomplishments  and  of  the  high  regard  in 
which  he  is  held  by  his  fellow  Townspeople. 

They  regret  his  leaving  and  wish  for  him  the  best  of  everything 
and  many  happy  years  in  his  new  status.

Sixty  days’  notice 
of  a  regular  election  and  twenty  days’  notice  of  an  election  to  fill  one 
or  more  vacancies  are  required  to  be  given  by  public  announcement  at 
a  regular  meeting,  by  notice  in  writing;  to  each  member,  or  in  any 
other  adequate  manner.  Candidates  to  be  voted  for  must  be  nominated 
by  a  paper  signed  by  ten  members  filed  at  least  thirty  days  before  a* 
regular  election  and  at  least  ten  days  before  an  election  to  fill  a  vacancy. 
The  voting  at  such  an  election  must  be  by  secret  written  on  printed 
ballot,  watchers  appointed  by  nominating  members  and  by  union  offi¬ 
cers  may  be  present  during  the  voting  and  counting  of  ballots.  Coercion 
and  intimidation  of  members  in  connection  with  an  election  is  prohibited, 
and  violations  of  the  provisions  of  the  measure  are  made  punishable  by 
fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days  or  both.

Within  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  voting  the  labor  organization  conducting  it  shall  make  a 
written  report  of  the  result  to  the  commission,  which  shall  be  a  perma¬ 
nent  public  record.  If  no  report  is  filed  the  vote  taken  shall  be  void  and 
a  person  making  a  false  report  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury.  Coercion 
and  intimidation  of  members  of  a  labor  organization  in  connection  with 
such  voting  is  made  a  penal  offense.

The  year  1948  has  been  one  of  progress  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  our  growing  community.  Two  special  town  meetings 
were  required  to  straighten  out  the  financing  of  the  high  school 
addition.  Another  special  meeting  was  called  on  the  petition 
of  veterans  to  set  up  a  Housing  Authority  to  take  advantage  of 
the  State's  Veterans  Housing  program.  The  Selectmen  made 
the  original  appointments  to  this  authority  on  behalf  of  the 
town  and  a  report  of  their  activities  will  be  found  elsewhere 
in  this  report.  The  Housing  Authority  has  also  taken  over,  ac¬ 
cording  to  law,  the  administration  of  the  Union  Village  Housing 
project. 

Alterations  were  made  in  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall 
to  provide  facilities  for  a  unit  of  the  National  Guard  which  has 
been  assigned  to  Braintree.  This  is  the  Battery  C,  126th  AAA  AW 
(Sp)  BN.  MNG,  under  command  of  Capt.  Rodney  Powers  and  is 
the  first  National  Guard  unit  to  be  assigned  to  Braintree.  This  is 
an  important  step  in  obtaining  an  armory  for  Braintree  and  we 
were  in  competition  with  several  nearby  towns  for  the  assign¬ 
ment  of  this  unit.  Prompt  action  by  the  town  in  providing  funds 
and  the  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen  and  State  Representatives 
enabled  Braintree  to  accomplish  its  objective  in  this  regard. 

Major  repairs  on  the  roof  of  the  Town  Hall  have  been 
made  and  the  auditorium,  selectmen's  offices,  lower  corridor 
and  kitchen  painted. 

We  have  constructed  a  much  needed  new  garage  for  the 
Highway  Department,  completed  the  Comfort  Station  at  Sunset 
Lake,  and  purchased  land  opposite  the  Town  Hall  for  the  pro¬ 
posed  new  Public  Library. 

The  Selectmen,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Chief  of  Police, 
have  taken  measures  to  improve  the  discipline  and  morale 
of  the  Police  Department.  We  have  placed  the  water  safety 
program  under  this  department  which  has  provided  expert 
training  and  supervision  of  the  life  guards  during  the  swim¬ 
ming  season. 

We  have  secured  enabling  legislation  to  increase  the  fees 
charged  by  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  The  full  bene¬ 
fit  of  this  will  not  be  felt  for  another  year. 

This  is  the  second  year  that  we  have  issued  the  Annual 
Town  Report  in  a  more  modern  and  attractive  form  in  line 
with  current  practice  in  the  better  managed  towns  of  the  state. 
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During  the  year  we  have  sold  at  public  auction  various 
pieces  of  tax  title  property  which  has  produced  a  profit  of 
$1,762.44  and  placed  this  property  back  in  taxation  again.  At 
the  close  of  the  year  1948  our  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund 
stood  at  $227,482.38  an  increase  of  $41,225.23  over  the  previ¬ 
ous  year.  Various  town  departments  contributed  to  this  by 
turning  back  to  the  town  $32,765.09  on  unexpended  balances. 
This  was  in  addition  to  certain  balances  that  were  carried  over 
for  uncompleted  projects  which  will  be  completed  in  1949. 

The  selectmen  have  held  three  regular  public  meetings 
a  month,  several  special  meetings  and  individually  have  been 
in  the  Town  Hall  almost  daily  attending  to  the  numerous  and 
varied  duties  of  the  office.  We  shave  attended  meetings  of  the 
Norfolk  County  and  State  Selectmen's  Associations  through 
which  we  have  sponsored  legislation  beneficial  to  the  town.

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Three  categories  of  relief  are  administered  by  this  Depart¬ 
ment,  namely:  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children, 
and  General  Relief,  including  the  Town  Infirmary.  We  are  re¬ 
quired  to  have  our  Social  Workers  visit  Old  Age  Assistance  and 
General  Relief  cases  every  six  months  and  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  cases  every  three  months. 

The  Federal  Government  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  meet  the  larger  part  of  the  costs  of  Old  Age  Assistance 
and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  We  have  to  comply  with  the 
Laws  and  Rules  and  Regulations  promulgated  by  both  the  Fed¬ 
eral  and  State  Governments  in  these  categories.  General  Relief 
is  given  on  a  temporary  basis  as  the  circumstances  require. 
The  entire  cost  of  Braintree  settled  cases  is  borne  by  the  Town. 

Effective  October  1,  1948,  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  ordered  an  increase  of  8.3  percent  in  Old  Age  As¬ 
sistance  and  Aid  of  Dependent  Children  based  on  Chapter  638 
of  the  General  Laws  approved  June  16,  1948.  The  State  budget 
is  also  used  as  the  basis  on  our  General  Relief  cases,  meaning 
a  general  increase  of  8.3  percent.  The  average  cost  per  case 
on  Old  Age  Assistance  in  this  District  is  now  $69.19  per  month 
as  compared  with  about  $56.00  per  month  up  to  October  1st, 
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1948.  Based  on  Chapter  546  of  the  General  Laws  approved 
June  11,  1948,  hospital  rates  were  increased  from  $6.00  to  $8.00 
per  diem.  There  has  been  a  proportionate  increase  in  the  cost  of 
medicines. 

On  the  Old  Age  Assistance  payroll  during  the  year,  we 
added  60  new  cases  and  took  off  57.  The  case  load  was  not 
increased  as  much  as  anticipated,  nevertheless,  because  of  the 
8.3  percent  mandatory  increase  and  higher  medical  costs,  the 
total  amount  expended  exceeded  the  amount  we  estimated.

Expenses  for  1 948  show  an  increase  over  the  preceeding  year 
which  is  due  in  part  to  budgetary  adjustments  authorized  by  the 
State  Commissioner  to  offset  the  higher  cost  of  living,  together 
with  increased  medical  expenses.  All  hospitals  have  made 
marked  increases  in  their  rates  during  the  year  and  we  have  had 
a  far  greater  number  of  cases  requiring  hospitalization  during 
1948  than  in  1947.  This  expense  has  been  a  major  one,  and  we 
anticipate  an  even  greater  expense  for  this  item  alone  in  1949. 

The  number  of  cases  assisted  during  the  year  was  78,  in¬ 
volving  183  persons  at  an  average  cost  of  $341.35  per  case. 

During  the  past  year  this  department  has  extended  to  the 
veterans  and  their  dependents  all  forms  of  assistance  including 
photostatic  service,  pension  claims,  trainee  and  educational  pro¬ 
gram  and  procurement  of  employment.

Article  10  of  our  Constitution:  "Each  individual  of  the  Society 
has  a  right  to  be  protected  by  it  in  the  enjoyment  of  life, 
liberty,  and  property,  according  to  standing  laws.  He  is  obliged, 
consequently,  to  contribute  his  share  to  the  expense  of  this  pro¬ 
tection; — -"It  is  under  this  Constitutional  provision  that  taxes 
are  levied  against  persons.  The  land  is  only  collateral,  or  secur¬ 
ity  for  the  tax  in  the  event  that  the  persons  do  not  pay. 

Chapter  59,  Section  2:  All  property,  real  and  personal, 
situated  within  the  Commonwealth,  and  all  personal  property 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth  wherever  situated, 
unless  expressly  exempt,  shall  be  subject  to  taxation. 

Chapter  59,  Section  38:  The  assessors  of  the  city  and  town 
shall  at  the  time  appointed  therefor  make  a  fair  cash  valuation 
of  all  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  subject  to  taxation  therein. 

Your  board  has  been  doing  its  best,  under  these  most 
trying  times,  to  impartially  and  fairly  perform  the  duties  with 
which  it  is  charged.  Our  rapidly  changing  economic  system 
in  recent  years  has  made  this  a  most  difficult  task.  It  is  our 
opinion,  that  the  only  fair  solution  to  what  is  probably  the  most 
important  matter  for  consideration,  namely,  the  equal  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  tax  burden,  is  a  complete  and  accurate  revaluation 
of  all  property  within  the  town.  We  recommend  that  this  serv¬ 
ice  be  rendered  by  a  disinterested  impartial  group.  The  re¬ 
sults,  we  are  sure,  will  be  for  the  benefit  of  all.  Yaur  present 
board  pledges  its  every  effort  to  work  for  this  end. 

The  growth  of  our  town,  many  new  properties  being  erected, 
has  caused  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  work  of  our  depart¬ 
ment.  Old  systems  must  be  revamped  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  times.  We  have  been  most  fortunate  in  having  an  efficient 
and  sincere  office  personnel.  The  co-operation  of  all  other 
departments  is  most  appreciated.  Our  office  space  has  been 
improved  somewhat,  and  our  thanks  to  the  Selectmen  for  their 
help  in  this  direction. 

Again  we  wish  to  say  that  all  new  capital  expenditures 
should  be  carefully  considered  and  well  planned  with  the 
thought  that  everything  should  be  done  to  avoid,  as  much  as 
possible,  the  increasing  of  our  tax  burden.  These  are  most 
crucial  years  and  your  patience  and  help  are  needed  to  make 
possible  the  adjustments  that  will  be  for  the  ultimate  better¬ 
ment  of  all  property  owners  and  citizens  of  our  town.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Braintree  for  the  period 
from  May  25,  1947,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  May  22, 
1948,  the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked 
with  the  books  and  records  in  the  town  accountant's  office,  and 
with  the  records  of  the  town  treasurer. 

The  town  accountant's  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  receipts 
being  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  the  payments 
being  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing  them  and  with 
the  treasurer's  records  of  payments.  The  appropriation  accounts 
and  loan  orders  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of 
town  meeting  proceedings  and  the  recorded  transfers  from  the 
reserve  fund  were  verified  by  comparison  with  authorizations 
on  file  in  the  town  accountant's  office. 

The  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit 
were  made  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this 
report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
on  May  22,  1948. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  analyzed  and 
checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  compared 
with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  dis¬ 
burse  town  funds.  The  cash  book  additions  were  verified  and 
the  cash  balance  on  May  22,  1948,  was  provided  by  reconcilia¬ 
tion  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited,  by  verification  of 
the  cash  and  cash  memoranda  in  the  office,  and  by  examination 
of  the  savings  bank  books  and  securities. 

The  payments  made  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  compared  with  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file 
and  were  proved  with  amounts  falling  due.

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
trust,  investment,  and  retirement  fund  accounts  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  treasurer  of  the  library  trustees 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  and  disbursements  were 
proved  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  were  verified  by  compari¬ 
son  with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  listed.  The  additions  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared 
with  the  tax  collector's  records,  the  redemptions  were  checked 
with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  foreclosures  were  veri¬ 
fied.  Tax  title  transactions  were  further  verified  by  comparison 
with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  payroll  deductions  for  federal  taxes  and  for  the  purchase 
of  bonds  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the 
Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue  for  taxes  withheld  from  salaries  of  em¬ 
ployees  and  the  payments  for  the  purchase  of  bonds  were 
verified,  and  the  balance  remaining  in  the  general  treasury  was 
proved  to  the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

The  record  of  assessments  apportioned  by  the  assessors  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  apportionments  added  to  taxes 
were  verified,  and  the  apportioned  assessments  not  due  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  deferred  revenue  accounts  in 
the  town  accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  taxes,  excise,  and  assessments  outstanding 
at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  sub¬ 
sequent  commitments,  were  audited  and  proved  to  the  warrants 
issued  for  their  collection.  The  payments  ot  the  treasurer  were 
verified,  the  recorded  abatements  were  checked  with  the  as¬ 
sessors'  records,  the  taxes  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  proved,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  records  of  departmental,  electric  light,  and  water  ac¬ 
counts  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  collections 
were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abatements 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  departments  authorized  to 
grant  them,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved  with  the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment,  departmental  elec¬ 
tric  light,  and  water  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices 
to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicat¬ 
ing  that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
for  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued.  The  payments  to  the  town 
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treasurer  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the 
payments  to  the  State  were  checked  with  receipts  on  file  from 
the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  various  town  officials  required  to 
file  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  the  selectmen,  the  building  inspector,  and  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  of  the  health,  school,  and 
library  departments,  as  well  as  of  all  other  departments  col¬ 
lecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection, 
were  examined  and  checked,  the  recorded  collections  being 
compared  with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  several  cash  ac¬ 
counts,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  de¬ 
partmental,  electric  light,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables 
showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust,  invest¬ 
ment,  and  retirement  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit,  cooperation  was  extended 
by  the  various  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  as¬ 
sistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

The  Planning  Board  is  required  to  report  annually  regard¬ 
ing  the  condition  of  the  Town  and  any  plans  or  proposals  for  its 
development  and  estimates  of  the  cost  thereof. 

The  Braintree  Planning  Board  functions  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Chapter  41 — Sections  70,  71  and  72.  A  subsequent 
act  of  the  General  Court  relating  to  improved  method  of  muni¬ 
cipal  planning  was  submitted  to  Town  Meeting  in  1938  but 
failed  of  adoption.  Problems  of  street  layouts  in  real  estate 
development,  therefore,  still  remain  with  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  performing  as  a  Board  of  Survey. 

ZONING  LAW  CHANGES 

At  the  1948  March  Town  Meeting  a  series  of  articles  pertain¬ 
ing  to  zoning  law  changes  were  considered.  Most  of  the  recom¬ 
mendations  were  made  as  the  result  of  the  work  of  a  special 
committee  which  had  been  appointed  to  survey  the  zoning 
law. 

All  the  articles  pertaining  to  zoning  were  subsequently 
adopted  by  the  Town  by  the  required  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Town  Meeting  in  March,  1948. 

Following  the  required  procedure  all  the  amendments  and 
changes  which  had  been  adopted,  were  submitted  to .  the  At¬ 
torney  General  for  final  approval. 

With  one  exception,  approval  was  granted  to  all  the 
changes  voted.  The  single  exception  was  Article  19  which 
called  for,  1.  An  industrial  change  in  East  Braintree;  2.  Exten¬ 
sion  of  Business  area  in  North  Braintree;  3.  Extension  of  Busi¬ 
ness  area  in  South  Braintree.  This  article  was  approved  by  the 
Town  by  a  vote  of  137  to  9,  however,  the  Attorney  General's 
office  withheld  approval  of  this  article.  The  decision  was  based 
on  a  technicality  stating  that  the  notice  of  the  public  hearing 
did  not  state  where  the  map  showing  the  changes  could  be  seen, 
although  such  maps  were  posted  alongside  of  the  warrant 
throughout  the  town,  and  that  the  areas  to  be  changed  were 
not  described  in  detail. 

In  view  of  the  Zoning  Committee's  work,  the  advice  of  zon¬ 
ing  experts  which  the  committee  retained  informing  us  that 
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the  changes  recommended  were  desirable  and  for  the  best  in¬ 
terests  of  the  town,  and  the  conclusive  confirmation  of  these 
opinions  by  the  Town  Meeting  vote,  the  changes  called  for 
in  Article  19  last  year,  have  been  set  forth  in  detail  in  an 
article  especially  drawn  to  meet  all  the  technical  legal  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Attorney  General's  office  and  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  for  ratification  at  the  1949  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

TRANSPORTATION  STUDY 

An  investigation  and  report  was  made  of  the  transporta¬ 
tion  situation  as  affected  by  the  possibility  of  discontinuance 
of  Old  Colony  passenger  service  and  the  inauguration  of  Metro¬ 
politan  Transit  Authority  rapid  transit. 

Our  investigation  led  us  to  believe  that  some  scheme  other 
than  that  proposed  by  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority 
would  be  better  for  the  town.  The  financing  of  the  MTA  serv¬ 
ice  was  not  clearly  explained  but  from  information  which  was 
brought  out  from  records  of  legislative  joint  committee  meetings 
a  proportionate  part  of  operating  expenditures  and  annual  deficit 
would  be  assessed  upon  the  town's  property  owners. 

An  adverse  report  on  the  adoption  of  •  the  State's  plan  to 
sanction  the  MTA  plan  was  circulated  prior  to  the  plebiscite 
held  May  11,  1948.  Both  Braintree  and  Quincy  voted  against 
the  establishment  of  the  MTA  service. 

The  transportation  problem  was  further  considered  by  the 
Board  in  recording  bus  routes  through  various  sections  of  the 
town  as  a  step  in  general  planning  for  the  betterment  of  trans¬ 
portation  facilities.  Both  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Rail¬ 
way  Company  and  the  Hudson  Bus  Lines  were  most  coopera¬ 
tive  in  assisting  in  the  plotting  of  routes  and  in  furnishing  infor¬ 
mation  on  passenger  volume  and  bus  schedules.  Many  of  the 
roads  now  traversed  by  the  buses  are  narrow  and  in  need  of 
repairs.  It  appears  that  the  town  may  be  burdened  with  an 
extensive  highway  repair  and  maintenance  program  to  accom¬ 
modate  further  enlargement  of  bus  systems. 

DANGEROUS  INTERSECTIONS 

The  problem  of  dangerous  intersections  has  been  consid¬ 
ered  at  several  of  our  meetings.  The  matter  was  also  discussed 
with  the  Police  Department.  Sgt.  Illingworth  attended  one  of  our 
meetings  devoted  entirely  to  Dangerous  Intersections.  A  sur¬ 
vey  was  made  and  most  prominent  dangerous  intersections 
surveyed  were,  junction  of  Middle,  Adams  and  Elm  Streets; 
Hancock  and  Grove  Streets;  junction  of  Union,  Adams  and 
Commercial  Streets,  and  Hayward  and  Shaw  Streets. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Police  Department  and  the  High¬ 
way  Department,  corrective  measures  have  been  taken  in  some 
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instances  where  no  great  expenditures  were  involved,  and  the 
work  of  these  two  departments  is  highly  commendable. 

At  one  of  our  meetings,  Sgt.  Illingworth  of  the  Police  De¬ 
partment,  said,  "ALL  DANGER  SPOTS  GAN  BE  MADE  SAFE 
BY  CAREFUL  DRIVING  AND.  THE  OBSERVATION  OF  TRAFFIC 
RULES."  /  '  •  ■  '  ■ 

We  urge  all  the  townspeople  to  follow  this  simple  axiom, 
yet  important  to  the  point  that  it  may  be  instrumental  in  saving 
a  life,  maybe  yours. 

POST  OFFICE  Y  i  :  ,, 

The  Planning  Board  considered  the  possibility  of  securing 
a  new  Post  Office  building  for  Braintree.  It  was  felt  that,  with 
a  possible  change  in  the  transportation  set-up,  we  had  ample 
reason  to  do  what  we  could,  to  at  least  secure  some  informa¬ 
tion  from  the  Federal  Government  on  the  possibility  of.  a  new 
building  for  Braintree. 

With  the  cooperation  of  Congressmen  Wigglesworth  and 
McCormack,  we  secured  the  following  information  in  a  letter 
from  Asst.  Postmaster  General  Walter  Meyers  who  informed 
us,  "the  erection  of  a  Federal  Building  to  house  the  Braintree 
Branch  of  the  Post  Office  has  been  listed  as  an  eligible  project 
-and  will  be  given  careful  consideration  in  the  distribution  of 
any  construction  funds  that  may  later  be  made  available". 

The  Planning  Board  intends  to  continue  to  urge  this 
project  until  it  becomes  a  reality. 

NEIGHBORHOOD  PARKS 

Two  members  of  the  Planning  Board  are  serving .  on  the 
Committee  on  Park  and  Playground  Investigation  as  authorized 
by  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting.  It  is  expected  that  the  report 
of  this  committee  will  incorporate  suggestions  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  small  neighborhood  parks.  These  small  parks,  many  on 
small  parcels  of  land  now  owned  by  the  Town,  can  be  devel¬ 
oped  for  the  use  of  small  children  or  can  be  landscaped  for 
beautification  and  use  for  persons  of  all  ages.  Work  of  this  na¬ 
ture  has  already  been  accomplished  by  the  Water  Commis¬ 
sioners  in  their  development  of  the  Standpipe  Lot  at  Tremont 
Street,  West  Street,  and  Hollingsworth  Avenue.  There  is  a  need 
of  these  areas  in  many  sections  of  the  Town. 

HIGHWAY  STUDIES 

The  Master  Highway  Plan  for  the  Boston  Metropolitan 
Area  was  released  in  February  by  a  State  appointed  committee. 
This  plan  shows  the  route  of  the  proposed  Southeast  Express- 
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way  passing  through  Braintree.  This,  proposed  expressway 
would  enter  Braintree,  crossing  Independence  Avenue  at  Holmes 
Street,  crossing  Washington  Street  north  of  Hawthorn  Road, 
Crossing  Elm  Street  just  north  of  Blanchard  Boulevard,  passing 
over  Adams  Street,  the  Monatiquot  River  and  the  railroad  to 
Arnold's  Farm,  crossing  Union  Street  south  of  Hillside  Road, 
crossing  Liberty  Street  and  continuing  into  Weymouth  where 
it  would  cross  Summer  Street  north  of  Federal  Street.  This  road, 
planned  as  part  of  a  large  Public  Works  Department  program, 
is  not  scheduled  for  immediate  construction. 

REVISED  PLANNING  BOARD  MAP 

The  Planning  Board  map  was  brought  up-to-date  showing 
all  new  houses  and  new  streets  which  have  been  added. 
Copies  of  this  map  may  be  obtained  (without  charge)  by  inter¬ 
ested  citizens  from  the  Town  Engineer. 

CHAPTER  340 

It  is  our  understanding  that  in  the  1949  March  Town  Meeting 
Warrant  there  will  be  an  article  asking  the  Town  to  adopt  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  340  of  the  General  Laws  as  passed  by  the 
Legislature  in  1947. 

The  law  is  entitled,  "An  act  to  clarify  and  amend  the  laws 
providing  an  improved  method  of  municipal  planning". 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  call  for  several  pertinent  changes 
in  the  make  up  of  the  Planning  Board,  it's  powers  and  duties. 

The  opinion  of  the  Planning  Board  is  that  this  article  should 
be  submitted  to  the  town  by  interested  parties  other  than,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Planning  Board  because  by  its  adoption  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  would  be  directly  involved,  in  that,  its  authority 
would  be  extended  to  include  the  functions  of  the  Board  of  Sur¬ 
vey,  and  it  could  also  be  authorized  to  take  over  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  park  commissioners  thereby  eliminating  the 
present  Park  Board. 

Under  the  act,  the  MANDATORY  duties  of  the  Planning 
Board  includes  the  following,  "to  make  and  submit  studies,  to 
make  an  annual  report  and  to  take  custody  of  the  records  and 
plans  of  a  planning  board  or  a  board  of  survey  which  it  super¬ 
sedes,  to  make  a  master  plan,  and  to  pass  on  subdivision  plans 
submitted  to  it  for  approval".  It  also  provides  for  the  doing 
away  with  the  Park  Board  and  giving  the  duties  to  the  Planning 
Board,  this  latter  item  is  optional,  the  others  mandatory. 

REDEVELOPMENT  OF  BUSINESS  DISTRICTS 

As  a  part  of  a  preparation  of  a  Master  Plan,  a  study 
was  started  for  the  redevelopment  of  Braintree's  three  shopping

centers.  A.  A.  Shurcliff  and  S.  N.  Shurcliff,  a  prominent  firm  of 
city  planners,  was  engaged  to  study  and  report  on  the  North 
Braintree  shopping  district,  or  as  it  is  commonly  called,  the 
Storrs  Square  business  district. 

The  questions  considered  in  their  report  are: 

1.  Should  Dearing  Avenue  be  extended  north  to  Storrs 
Avenue  to  provide  a  roadway  parrallel  to  Washing¬ 
ton  Street? 

2.  What  are  the  possibilities  in  developing  the  large 
tract  of  land  on  the  south  side  of  Storrs  Avenue  be¬ 
tween  Washington  Street  and  Cochato  Road  as  a 
shopping  district  similar  to  that  at  Wellesley  or  that 
planned  for  Beverly? 

3.  Is  it  practicable  by  establishing  building  lines  to 
provide  for  future  street  widening,  especially  of 
Storrs  Avenue  and  of  River  Street? 

4.  What  can  be  done  to  correct  the  discrepancies  in 
the  street  pattern  for  the  area  lying  west  of  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  and  north  of  Storrs  Avenue? 

Space  does  not  permit  the  inclusion  of  their  report.  Copies 
of  it,  however,  will  be  made  available  to  interested  citizens. 

The  city  planners  referred  to  above  are  the  consultants  for 
the  well  known  Beverly  plan  and  they  also  made  the  report  on 
Dedham  which  attracted  considerable  attention  a  year  ago. 
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thews  and  Mr.  Warren  Cuff  of  the  Town  Engineers'  staff,  and 
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extended  at  all  times. 


INVITATIONS 

The  Planning  Board  meets  regularly  at  the  Town  Hall  at 
7:45  P.  M.,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  during 
July  and  August.  Any  person  wishing  to  make  suggestions  or 
desiring  information  on  matters  relating  to  town  planning  are 
cordially  invited  to  attend  any  of  these  meetings.  It  is  earnestly 
desired  that  many  citizens  will  take  an  active  part  in  the  plan¬ 
ning  activities.

In  1948  out  of  a  total  of  514  calls  of  all  descriptions  only  55 
fires  resulted  in  losses.  These  losses  totaled  $31,219.55  with 
a  property  valuation  involved  by  fire  of  $642,547.00.  With 
property  covered  by  blanket  insurance  in  the  amount  of 
$2,955,000.00  there  was  a  loss  of  $82,326.68. 

Last  year  46%  of  our  grass  and  brush  fires  were  caused  by 
careless  burning  and  the  use  of  faulty  and  misplaced  incinera¬ 
tors.  We  are  increasing  our  efforts  to  remedy  this  condition,  so 
PLEASE  help  us  by  checking  your  incinerator  now.  Burning 
in  an  incinerator  is  not  hazardous  under  supervised  conditions 
— place  your  incinerator  a  safe  distance  from  a  building  or 
grass  plot. 

Fire  Prevention  is  considered  one  of  the  most  important 
duties  of  the  Fire  Department.  A  special  effort  has  been  made 
to  increase  the  number  of  inspections  of  all  classes  of  buildings. 
Fire  Prevention  should  be  carried  out  the  entire  year.  To  oper¬ 
ate  this  division  effectively,  due  to  the  increase  in  building 
and  population,  we  should  have  an  increase  in  the  personnel  of 
the  Department;  therefore,  I  have  recommended  the  addition 
of  six  men  to  the  Fire  Department  and  one  man  to  the  Fire 
Alarm  Department.  The  last  addition  to  the  Department  was 
made  in  1941.  It  takes  2lA  men  to  cover  each  tour  of  duty.  We 
must  have  your  help  to  carry  out  all  of  our  activities. 


Supervised  drills  and  schooling  are  carried  out  the  en¬ 
tire  year. 

The  apparatus  and  equipment  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
the  Fire  Alarm  System  are  in  very  good  condition.  We  have 
two-way  radio  in  the  Chief's  and  Deputy-Chief's  cars,  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Police  Department,  which  has  increased  the 
efficiency  in  communications. 

MUTUAL  AID  also  plays  a  very  important  part  in  the 
protection  of  life  and  property  in  case  of  an  emergency.  We 
are  grateful  to  have  automatic  MUTUAL  AID  with  our  neigh¬ 
boring  city  and  towns. 

Fuel  oil  in  excess  of  ten  (10)  gallons  shall  not  be  kept  in  a 
structure  without  a  permit  having  been  obtained  from  the  head 
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of  the  Fire  Department.  In  1948  there  were  462  inspections  of 
fuel  oil  burner  installations.  These  installations  are  being  in¬ 
creased  each  year.  A  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  not 
make  nor  alter  a  fuel  oil  burner  installation  until  a  certificate 
of  competency  has  been  obtained  from  the  State  Fire  Marshal. 
We  recommend  the  installation  of  an  approved  metal  guard 
for  protection  against  breakage  on  glass  fuel  oil  containers 
installed  before  January  1,  1948.  The  law  calls  for  this  pro¬ 
tection  on  installations  made  after  January  1,  1948. 

A  permit  is  required  now  from  the  head  of  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  for  the  installation  and  storage  of  Liquified  Petroleum 
Gas  systems.

The  record  of  arrests  for  1948  shows  an  increase  over  1946 
and  1947.  In  1946  there  were  477  arrests;  in  1947  there  were  505 
arrests  and  in  1948  there  were  711  arrests.  The  types  of  crime 
were  approximately  the  same. 

The  automotive  equipment  of  the  department  consists  of  a  1 948 
Chief's  car;  a  1946  sedan,  radio  equipped;  two  1948  radio 
equipped  prowl  cars;  1937  ambulance;  1931  wagon  and  two 
1940  motorcycles.  A  budget  request  has  been  made  for  the 
replacement  of  the  1937  ambulance,  the  1946  sedan  and  one 
1948  cruiser. 

Two-way  radio  service  is  maintained  on  the  three  cruisers, 
and  is  also  furnished  to  the  Fire  Department.  In  the  matter  of 
communications  a  budget  request  has  been  made  for  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  Police  Teletypewriter  service  to  assist  the  depart- 
partment  to  render  better  service.  Each  cruiser  is  now  equipped 
with  First  Aid  kits,  life  rings  and  fire  extinguishers. 

During  the  year  the  Life  Guards  were  placed  under  the 
control  of  the  Police  Department.  A  course  in  First  Aid  and 
Water  Safety  were  given  the  guards  before  they  were  placed 
on  duty.  Lifeboats  were  purchased  and  were  under  operation 
of  the  guards  at  Sunset  Lake,  Braintree  Dam  and  Swift's  Beach. 
The  guards  were  equipped  with  regulation  Life  Guard  uni¬ 
forms.  A  course  in  Life  Saving  was  given  a  class  of  boys  and 
girls,  by  the  guards,  at  Sunset  Lake.  A  number  of  cases  arose 
in  which  First  Aid  was  rendered  and  fortunately  we  had  no 
cases  of  drowning  during  the  year.  A  course  in  First  Aid 
and  use  of  the  Inhalator  was  given  several  regular  officers. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  113  Serious  and  130 
Minor  motor  vehicle  accidents.  There  were  over  one  million 
vehicles  registered  in  the  State  this  year  and  over  7300  vehicles 
registered  in  our  town.  We  have  had  complaints  from  thirty- 
three  different  locations  relative  to  the  speed  and  operation  of 
motor  vehicles  and  at  present  we  have  not  the  personnel  to 
properly  regulate  this  speed.  Therefore,  a  request  is  made 
for  the  addition  of  four  new  men  to  the  force  to  aid  us  in  the 
control  of  this  condition. 
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Our  Safety  Patrol  program  is  still  in  full  operation  in  the 
schools  and  we  have  passed  another  successful  year  in  that 
no  child  was  injured  going  or  coming  from  school  and  our 
public  school  enrollment  as  of  1948  is  3800  children.  We  plan 
to  enlarge  on  this  program  during  the  coming  year.  In  con¬ 
junction  with  this  program  we  post  Safety  Calendars  in  promi¬ 
nent  locations  and  also  conduct  a  Safety  Poster  campaign 
throughout  the  town. 

We  have  set  up  a  photography  unit  during  the  past  year 
and  are  training  men  in  the  use  of  this  equipment.  In  this  con¬ 
nection  we  have  cooperated  with  the  Selectmen,  the  Town 
Counsel,  the  Fire,  Highway  and  Water  Departments.

The  condition  of  our  trees  is  serious.  The  severe  strains  im¬ 
posed  upon  them  in  past  wind  storms  is  becoming  more  and 
more  evident  in  the  fractured  and  dead  woods  showing.  Sanita¬ 
tion  is  doubly  important  in  the  many  Elms  that  we  have  along 
our  streets.  Dutch  Elm  is  most  apt  to  be  spread  by  the  Elm 
Beetles  inhabiting  weakened  Elm  trees. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  is  a  public  threat.  I  believe  that 
the  Town  should  take  every  step  within  its  power  to  eradicate 
the  disease  and  prevent  its  further  spread.  The  number  of 
diseased  trees  discovered  in  the  Town  has  leaped  from  one  tree 
in  1946  and  five  trees  in  1947  to  twenty-five  trees  in  1948. 

I  have  again  asked  for  additional  trees  to  be  set  out.  The 
Town  of  Braintree  to  maintain  its  arboreal  beauty  must  keep 
a  sustained  program  of  reforestation  to  replace  the  many  trees 
lost  in  the  past  as  well  as  many  of  the  veteran  trees  that  we  shall 
lose.

Your  Board  of  Health  has  had  a  most  active  year  and  we 
have  endeavored  to  place  into  operation  a  program  which  has 
been,  and  we  feel  quite  sure  will  in  the  future  be,  of  great  bene¬ 
fit  to  all  the  citizens  of  our  community. 

Our  Dental  Clinic  program  was  expanded  during  the  year 
to  include  the  examinations  of  the  entire  grammar  school  student 
body,  instead  of  the  first  four  grades,  as  formerly.  This  was 
made  possible  at  no  increase  in  appropriation,  other  than  the 
salary  of  the  hygienist,  by  a  change  in  the  determination  of 
eligibility  for  free  care.  A  Dental  Hygienist  was  employed 
for  the  first  time  in  our  school  system.  The  School  Superin¬ 
tendent  and  the  School  Health  Officer  have  been  most  coopera¬ 
tive.  This  Board  attended  several  meetings  which  developed 
these  plans.  All  of  the  dentists  who  practice  in  our  town  have 
given  sufficient  of  their  time  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  to  assist  in 
the  examinations.  In  making  these  examinations,  our  new  pro¬ 
gram  was  enabled  to  function  early  in  the  fall,  rather  than 
late  spring  as  was  originally  planned,  because  of  their  gen¬ 
erosity.  ’  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Sodium  Fluoride 
Treatments  were  started  by  our  Clinic  on  January  3,  1949. 
The  addition  of  the  hygienist  and  of  the  Sodium  Fluoride  Treat¬ 
ments  were  both  urged  by  one  of  our  Parent-Teachers'  Associa¬ 
tions.  We  appreciate  their  cooperation. 

There  was  inaugurated  this  year  a  program  for  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  all  eating  and  drinking  establishments,  including  school 
cafeterias.  This  program  was,  at  our  request,  planned,  devel¬ 
oped  and  supervised  by  Mr.  E.  Vincent  Brimley,  South  District 
Sanitary  Officer  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health.  The  program  started  with  a  detailed  inspection  of 
each  establishment  in  March  at  which  each  was  scored  in  minute 
detail.  This  was  followed  by  a  meeting  with  the  owners  and 
managers  at  which  any  defects  were  cited.  Following  this, 
a  three-day  course  of  instruction  in  the  proper  handling  of  food, 
cleanliness  of  establishments,  and  of  persons,  was  held.  Since 
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that  time,  bi-monthly  swab  tests  of  all  establishments  have  been 
made  with  reports  of  the  bacteria  count  being  mailed  to  each. 
A  follow-up  inspection  was  made  during  the  month  of  Decem¬ 
ber.  Taking  into  consideration  the  whole  program,  we  are  rea¬ 
sonably  well  pleased  with  the  results  to  date.  It  is  our  desire 
to  further  improve  the  situation  to  a  point  that  Braintree  will 
have  eating  and  drinking  establishments  which  measure  up  to 
the  maximum  requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Health. 

During  the  year  an  application  was  made  to  the  Norfolk 
County  Health  Association  requesting  chest  X-rays  for  the 
citizens  of  our  town.  Because  of  so  many  earlier  requests  to 
the  Association  by  other  communities  it  will  not  be  possible 
to  conduct  this  function  until  late  1949  or  early  1950. 

The  two-year  garbage  contract  expires  on  March  31,  1949, 
and,  due  to  many  demands  from  our  citizens,  your  Board  has 
arranged  for  the  collection  of  garbage  twice  each  week  during 
the  six  months  starting  May,  1949,  and  once  each  week  during 
the  other  six  months. 

Upon  a  petition  directed  to  this  Board,  and  one  directed 
to  the  Selectmen  which  was  transmitted  to  us,  both  of  which 
strongly  objected  to  odors  alleged  to  have  their  origin  at  a  new 
oil  plant  on  Union  Street,  a  public  hearing  was  held  on  May 
20,  1948.  As  a  result  of  information  given  at  the  hearing,  your 
Board  found  for  the  petitioners  and  declared  a  nuisance  to 
exist  and  turned  the  matter  over  to  the  Legal  Department 
of  the  Town  for  proper  action.  The  matter  at  the  time  this 
report  is  written,  still  lies  with  that  Department. 

In  the  spring  we  requested  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Health  to  approve  for  bathing  purposes  Sunset  Lake,  Quincy 
Reservoir  (known  as  Braintree  Dam)  and  Swift's  Beach.  Ap¬ 
proval  of  all  three  were  denied.  The  denial  of  approval  of  all 
three  places  was  due  to  lack  of  toilet  facilities.  In  addition, 
there  were  no  means  of  rubbish  disposal  at  the  latter  two 
places.  Further,  waters  coming  into  Swift's  Beach  were  pol¬ 
luted.  It  is  quite  evident  that  the  source  of  pollution  at  this  loca¬ 
tion  will  be  nearly  completely  eliminated  with  the  completion 
of  the  installation  of  the  sewer  near  the  Smelt  Brook,  off  Front 
Street,  at  Weymouth,  in  the  very  near  future.  In  the  case  of 
the  Braintree  Dam,  this  is  private  property,  being  owned  by  the 
City  of  Quincy.  We  are  informed  that  the  toilet  facilities  at 
Sunset  Lake  have  now  been  completed  and  all  that  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  place  it  in  operation  is  an  appropriation  to  man  the 
buildin'g.  It  is  the  intention  of  this  Board  to  endeavor  to  arrange 
a  conference  with  the  Quincy  Health  authorities  to  see  what 
can  be  done  to  make  bathing  possible  at  the  Dam. 
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New  plumbing  inspection  fees  were  established  late  in 
1947.  The  net  effect  of  this  move  was  that  the  deficit  between 
cost  of  inspections  and  of  fees  collected  was  the  lowest  in  many 
years. 

By  an  act  of  the  State  Legislature  in  1948  all  Convalescent 
or  Nursing  Homes  and  Boarding  Homes  for  the  Aged  were 
placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  and  must  be  approved  by  the 
local  Board  of  Health.  The  Act  requires  inspections  by  the  Fire 
Department,  the  Wire  Inspector  and  the  Visiting  Nurse  Associa¬ 
tion  as  well  as  by  the  Health  Board,  before  a  license  may  be 
granted  by  the  State  Department  of  Health.  Three  such  estab¬ 
lishments  were  inspected  in  1948. 

The  cases  of  communicable  diseases  reported  to  our  Board 
showed  a  marked  increase  this  year  due  to  the  high  incident 
of  measles  and  mumps  during  the  spring  months.  All  other 
diseases  showed  a  decrease.  The  total  number  of  communicable 
cases  reported  was  1150.  No  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  were 
reported.  However,  we  regret  to  report  one  case  of  diphtheria. 
Our  sincere  thanks  goes  to  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  as 
well  as  to  the  School  Health  Department  for  their  valued  co¬ 
operation  in  assisting  in  the  control  of  communicable  diseases. 

The  practice  of  keeping  a  constant  check  on  the  milk  de¬ 
livered  in  Braintree,  taking  samples  for  analysis  from  all  milk 
dealers  every  month,  was  continued  in  1948.  The  milk  in  all 
cases  was  satisfactory  and  no  milk-borne  epidemics  occurred 
in  Braintree  during  the  year. 

Meat  and  provision  stores  were  inspected  periodically 
and  no  food-borne  epidemics  occurred  in  Braintree  in  1948. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom  of  the  Board,  the 
Diphtheria  Clinic  was  held  in  the  spring.  Three  primary  regular 
innoculations  were  given  as  were  booster  innoculations  for 
those  whose  primary  immunization  was  given  more  than  two 
years  before.  As  reported  above,  one  case  of  diphtheria  was 
reported  in  1948  which  proves  that  diphtheria  can  happen  here. 
NO  CHILD  NEED  HAVE  DIPHTHERIA.  We  strongly  advise  that 
each  child  be  taken  to  his  own  physician  or  be  brought  to  the 
clinic  to  be  held  in  the  spring.  We  also  strongly  advise  a 
booster  shot  be  given  to  all  children  whose  primary  immuniza¬ 
tion  was  given  at  a  greater  length  of  time  than  two  years. 

We  have  requested  an  appropriation  of  the  1949  Town 
Meeting  for  the  purchase,  installation,  operation  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  an  incinerator  for  the  sanitary  disposal  of  dead  ani¬ 
mals.

The  construction  made  possible  under  the  appropriation 
voted  at  the  1948  Annual  Town  Meeting  has  been  completed. 
These  extensions,  together  with  those  made  in  1946  and  1947, 
have  taken  care  of  many  of  the  worst  areas  in  the  Town.  In 
selecting  the  streets  to  be  done,  from  the  many  places  where 
the  need  was  great,  the  ones  chosen  were  those  where  the 
maximum  number  of  houses  could  be  served  with  the  least 
expenditure  of  available  funds. 

We  are  now  faced  with  making  extensions  into  sections 
where  long  runs  must  be  made  to  reach  them;  but  where  relief 
must  be  provided  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Town  should  con¬ 
tinue  with  a  program  of  sewer  expansion  year  after  year  as  fast 
as  its  ability  to  pay,  weighed  against  other  necessary  capital 
expenditures,  will  permit. 

The  new  sewer  assessment  rates  now  place  about  40% 
of  the  cost  of  such  construction  in  the  general  tax  levy.

Detailed  plans  and  specifications  for  the  above  work  were 
prepared  by  the  Sewer  Department.  Two  separate  contracts  were 
awarded.  Contract  No.  1,  the  12-inch  main  in  Hancock  and 
Washington  Streets,  was  done  by  the  Charles  Capone  Con¬ 
struction  Company.  This  section  of  sewer  was  installed  just 
prior  to  the  widening  and  resurfacing  of  the  State  Highway. 
All  connections  were  extended  to  the  street  line.  Work  on  the 
project  was  started  early  in  April  and  completed,  including 
crossing  the  Monatiquot  River,  in  August  at  a  total  cost  of 
$52,400  or  an  average  of  $15.20  per  foot. 

The  remainder  of  the  work,  Contract  No.  2,  was  done  by 
George  E.  Duteau,  starting  the  middle  of  June  and  complet¬ 
ing  early  in  December.  The  total  cost  under  his  contract 
amounted  to  $111,000  or  an  average  of  $7.75  per  foot. 

The  sewer  in  Lakeview  Drive  was  constructed  by,  and  at 
the  expense  of  the  developer,  Thomprs  Worcester  Construc¬ 
tion  Company.  Plans,  specifications  and  supervision  during 
construction  were  furnished  by  the  Sewer  Department. 

There  still  remains  much  to  be  done  to  extend  the  sewer¬ 
age  system  to  serve  streets  where  subsoil  drainage  is  poor. 
During  the  year  petitions  were  received  from  the  following  streets: 
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Arnold  Street,  Cedarcliff  Road,  Edgemont  Road,  Ellery  Street, 
Jefferson  Street,  Oak  Street,  School  Street  and  Storrs  Avenue. 

ASSESSMENTS: 

The  75%  increase  in  assessment  rate,  approved  at  the  An¬ 
nual  Town  Meeting,  was  applied  to  all  the  new  construction. 
387  sewer  assessments,  amounting  to  $99,832.51  were  levied. 

HOUSE  CONNECTIONS: 

There  were  223  sewer  connections,  totalling  11,096  feet, 
made  to  the  system  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  $37,140.06.  The 
total  number  of  connections  is  now  1,600.  This  year's  new  con¬ 
struction  made  the  sewer  available  to  282  more  houses  and 
applications  for  connection  were  received  from  92  of  them. 
There  were  41  applications  on  file  at  the  end  of  the  year  that 
will  have  to  wait  until  spring  before  work  can  be  started. 

MAINTENANCE: 

During  the  winter  months  all  of  the  main  and  lateral  sew¬ 
ers  were  inspected  and  cleaned  and  repaired  where  necessary. 
There  was  a  stoppage  in  the  Tremont  Street  sewer  due  to  root 
growths  but  it  was  discovered  before  any  damage  occurred. 
There  was  also  a  stoppage  in  the  Shaw  Street  siphon  due  to 
sand  and  gravel  accumulation  from  the  break  in  the  main  the 
year  previous. 

Ten  sewer  connections  became  blocked  during  the  year, 
six  of  which  were  caused  by  root  growths.  All  connections 
where  trouble  with  roots  had  been  experienced  in  the  past 
were  inspected  and  cleaned  out  where  necessary. 

The  new  Cesspool  Waste  Disposal  Station  on  Union  Street 
has  been  in  use  now  for  a  full  year.  It  provides  a  satisfactory 
and  sanitary  means  of  disposal  of  cesspool  pumpings. 

Several  complaints  from  the  M.  D.  C.  were  -received  re¬ 
garding  the  discharge  of  oil  into  the  sewers.  The  John  L.  Ray 
Oil  Company  was  required  to  separate  their  industrial  waste 
and  install  new  oil  traps.  To  further  comply  with  the  M.  D..  C. 
regulations  the  Sewer  Department  installed  a  tell-tale  oil  trap 
in  the  street  at  a  cost  of  $914.95. 

While  the  contractor  was  installing  the  new  gasoline  stor¬ 
age  tank  for  the  Highway  Department  the  sewer  main  from 
Union  Village  was  ripped  up.  This  was  repaired  at  a  cost  of 
$69.26. 

A  new  check  valve  had  to  be  installed  on  the  intake  to  one 
of  the  pumps  at  the  Common  Street  Pumping  Station.

GENERAL  MAINTENANCE 

The  near  record  snowfall  that  started  our  1948  activities 
is  accountable  for  much  of  the  work  involved  maintaining  our 
entire  highway  system  this  year.  Patching  and  surface  treat¬ 
ments  were  unusually  greater  due  to  excessive  wear  on  the 
center  of  the  roadway.  Traffic  was  confined  to  a  narrow  lane 
on  the  banks  of  snow  along  both  sides  of  the  highways  through¬ 
out  the  winter. 

Street  cleaning,  drains  and  catch  basins,  repairs  to  side¬ 
walks  and  all  other  items  of  highway  maintenance  were  at¬ 
tended  to  as  required. 

Rubbish  collections  were  made  monthly  and  the  dump  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year.

At  the  1948  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  town  voted  to  ap¬ 
propriate  $75,000  for  a  new  garage  for  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment  and  appointed  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Highway 
Superintendent  as  the  building  committee. 

We  had  on  hand  a  set  of  plans  and  specifications  prepared 
by  the  late  Lawrence  Joslin  for  which  the  town  had  paid  $1,500. 
We  advertised  for  bids  on  the  basis  of  these  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions  and  received  three  bids,  the  lowest  of  which  was  $84,960 
and  the  highest  $114,100. 

One  member  of  the  committee  recommended  that  we  dis¬ 
card  the  plans  the  town  had  paid  for  and  start  over  again  by 
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hiring  a  new  architect  to  prepare  a  new  set  of  plans  to  be  paid 
for  out  of  our  building  appropriation.  This  would  have  thrown 
away  the  $1,500  already  spent  for  plans  and  would  have  re¬ 
duced  by  the  amount  of  the  new  architect's  fee  the  sum  available 
for  building.  It  would  have  delayed  construction  by  several 
months  at  a  time  when  the  costs  of  building  materials  were  in¬ 
creasing.  The  majority  of  the  committee  ruled  against  this 
proposal  whereupon  the  minority  member  refused  to  have  any¬ 
thing  more  to  do  with  the  project  and  the  committee  proceeded 
with  three  members. 

’  * 

After  consultation  with  Mr.  Ernest  Smith,  of  Clark  and 
Smith,  and  the  late  Mr.  Eugene  Nolte,  a  Braintree  architect  of 
long  experience  who  offered  his  services  in  an  advisory  capac¬ 
ity  without  charge,  it  was  decided  to  readvertise  for  bids  on 
the  basis  of  the  original  plans  and  specifications  with  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  alternatives  which  might  eliminate  some  of  the  more 
expensive  construction  originally  contemplated.  Again  we  re¬ 
ceived  three  bids  from  the  same  contractors  and  this  time  they 
ranged  from  $73,960  to  $121,500.  The  low  bid  was  accepted 
and  the  contract  awarded  to  Clark  and  Smith.  Certain  extras 
were  later  awarded  to  the  amount  of  $940,  making  the  total 
cost  $74,900. 

The  building  is  now  completed  and  very  satisfactory.  It 
contains  ample  space  for  the  department's  vehicles  and  equip¬ 
ment,  storage  rooms,  office,  locker  room  with  showers  for  the 
men,  a  repair  shop,  and  a  blacksmith  shop.  The  Cities  Service 
Co.  kindly  furnished  and  installed,  without  charge,  a  3,000 
gallon  underground  storage  tank  for  gasoline.  Exterior  paint¬ 
ing  and  grading  the  grounds  were  not  included  in  the  original 
contract  and  should  be  done  this  year. 

The  services  of  Mr.  Nolte,  particularly  in  the  early  stage 
of  the  construction,  were  of  great  value  to  the  town.  He  was  on 
the  project  daily  until  a  few  days  before  his  death.  He  wanted 
to  do  this  for  his  town  and  it  was  his  last  professional  work. 
We  shall  remember  him  with  sincere  gratitude. 

The  committee  also  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  of  the  contractors,  Clark  and  Smith.  Mr.  Smith,  a 
Braintree  resident,  has  given  his  personal  attention  to  this  work 
from  its  very  inception  and  has  done  far  more  than  the  con¬ 
tract  required  to  give  the  town  this  excellent  building.

The  Kilowatt  hours  generated  and  purchased  during  1948 
increased  5,346,008  over  the  amount  of  the  previous  year.  The 
contributing  factors  to  the  output  were  due  to  a  greater  demand 
of  our  consumers  and  surplus  energy  supply  to  Weymouth 
Light  and  Power  Company  during  their  shortage  of  hydro- 
capacity.  The  maximum  peak  demand  for  the  Town  was  8200 
Kw.,  an  increase  of  3700  Kw.  over  the  10-year  period  since  1938. 
The  high  price  of  fuel  oil  and  the  ever-increasing  cost  of  supplies 
and  equipment  were  reflected  in  a  new  high  in  our  mainte¬ 
nance  and  operating  expenses,  an  increase  over  1947  of 
$158,989.13.  The  Department  also  had  the  unusual  expense  of 
rebuilding  the  entire  line  from  Plain  Street  to  the  Holbrook  line. 
This  was  necessitated  by  the  improvement  to  Route  37  over 
Hancock  and  Washington  Streets,  South  Braintree.

BRAINTREE  WATER  DEPARTMENT  FLEET 
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This  year  $19,000  of  the  Water  Department  Debt  was  paid 
off,  leaving  $204,000  still  outstanding  on  a  system  which  could 
not  be  replaced  for  $3,000,000. 

This  year  4,540  feet  of  6-inch,  675  feet  of  8-inch,  and  102 
feet  of  12-inch  pipe  have  been  added  to  the  distribution  system 
which  now  consists  of  a  total  of  97.0  miles  of  mains. 

A  program  of  cleaning  and  relining  some  of  the  older  pipe 
lines  was  initiated  this  year.  The  8-inch  pipe  lines  east  of  the 
railroad  tracks  between  Pearl  Street  and  Union  Street  have  been 
completed  with  gratifying  results.

Appointment  of  the  Authority  was  authorized  at  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  June  7,  1948;  on  August  9,  1948,  all  legal  for¬ 
malities  had  been  fulfilled  and  we  were  able  to  organize.  Then, 
months  were  devoted  to  collecting  a  mass  of  statistics  about 
Braintree  for  State  Housing  Board  records. 

A  difference  of  opinion  arose  about  relative  merits  of  single 
family  versus  row  houses;  the  Braintree  Authority  plans  to  erect 
•single  family  homes;  the  State  Housing  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
-that  such  houses  cannot  be  built  at  a  cost  that  will  permit  of 
their  being  rented  to  veterans  of  low  income.  We  believe  it 
can  be  done;  indeed  under  our  zoning  and  building  laws,  it 
must  be  done. 

While  this  matter  is  not  yet  at  the  point  of  a  meeting  of  views, 
it  will  be  ironed  out  and  we  expect  to  start  construction  next 
Spring. 


The  Authority  plans  to  erect  ninety  single  family,  four-  and 
five-room  homes  in  several  localities  of  the  town  under  the  terms 
of  State  Housing  law  known  as  Chapter  200  of  the  Acts  of  1948. 

The  intent  of  the  above  is  that  houses  built  under  its  pro¬ 
vision  shall  be  rented  to  veterans  with  low  incomes  and  be  held 
for  rental  for  twenty-five  years  and  then  sold;  unless  the  hous¬ 
ing  emergency  is  sooner  declared  to  have  ended. 

We  have  inspected  240  house  lot  sites.  Of  these,  90  sites  . 
were  shown  on  maps  submitted  to  State  Housing  Board  for 
approval.  That  Board's  representative  viewed  the  sites  and 
reported  that  they  were,  in  part,  not  acceptable  and  we  were 
asked  to  select  now  locations.  This  has  been  done  and  we  are 
now  awaiting  decision  on  new  locations. 

If,  and  when,  we  have  approval  on  90  sites,  we  can  then 
select  the  necessary  technical  assistance  and  make  financial 
arrangements. 

Chapter  200,  referred  to  above,,  provides  that  we  can,  after 
having  met  requirements  of  State  laws  and  having  received  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  State  Housing  Board,  issue  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  3  percent  of  the  town's  assessed  valuation;  namely  to  an  ap- 
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proximate  amount  of  $921,000.  Bonds  so  issued  will  be  wholly 
guaranteed  by  the  state. 

We  plan  to  construct  dwellings  on  accepted  streets  in  which 
all  utilities  are  available,  thus  eliminating  excessive  develop¬ 
ment  costs. 

UNION  VILLAGE  PROJECT 

The  Authority  was  directed  on  September  15,  1948,  to  as¬ 
sume  the  responsibility  for  the  operation  of  the  Union  Village 
Project,  formerly  a  responsibility  of  the  Selectmen.  The  Project 
was  set  up  in  October,  1946,  under  a  five-year  contract  with 
the  Federal  Public  Housing  Administration  at  a  cost  of  $240,000 
to  the  Federal  Government  and  $12,872.00  to  the  Town  of  Brain¬ 
tree. 

Some  site  improvements  were  provided  by  the  Town  of 
Braintree;  such  as  a  playground  with  equipment  and  a  summer 
attendant. 

There  has  been  a  continuous  waiting  list  of  veterans  in  need 
of  housing  and  consequently  any  vacancies  have  been  filled 
immediately,  indicating  that  the  need  is  far  in  excess  of  the 
96  units  provided  by  this  project.  Due  to  the  nature  of  construc¬ 
tion  and  the  type  of  material  that  was  available  in  1946,  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  rearrange  and  replace  a  number  of 
the  fixtures.  Various  alterations  and  adjustments  have  been 
made  to  meet  the  Local  and  State  requirements.  The  Authority 
immediately  saw  the  need  to  protect  the  tenants  from  the  ele¬ 
ments  as  the  buildings  were  not  insulated  and  the  type  of  con¬ 
struction  permitted  drafts,  and  accordingly  they  arranged  to  pro¬ 
vide  storm  windows,  caulking  and  weatherstripping  as  re¬ 
quired. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  contract  with  the  Public 
Housing  Administration,  this  Authority,  on  October  25,  1948, 
turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  $6,773.76  as  payment  in  lieu 
of  taxes,  and  in  1947,  $2,271.36  was  paid  to  Town  Treasurer  for 
same  purpose,  and  in  addition  to  these  sums,  $120.00  a  month 
has  been  paid  as  ground  rents. 

It  is  generally  recognized  that  projects  of  this  type  require 
considerable  repair,  particularly  after  the  second  year  and  the 
Authority  is  constantly  reviewing  the  conditions,  giving  proper 
consideration  toward  safety,  comfort,  cleanliness  and  general 
appearance.  With  the  need  of  low  rental  housing  facilities  for 
veterans  as  referred  to  above,  together  with  the  few  years  re¬ 
maining  for  this  project  to  continue,  consideration  must  be  given 
now  toward  the  housing  problem  in  the  Town  of  Braintree. 
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Airport  Commission.

The  Braintree  Airport  Commission  appointed  by  the  Select¬ 
men  of  the  Town  of  Braintree,  following  a  vote  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  March,  1947,  reports  that  Braintree  now  has 
an  Airport. 

Several  years  ago  the  town  voted  that  the  Braintree  Air¬ 
port  Development  Committee  be  appointed  to  survey  all  possible 
Airport  sites  in  the  town  and  make  their  recommendations  to  the 
1947  Annual  Town  Meeting.  This  committee,  following  an  ex¬ 
haustive  search  of  all  sites  in  the  town,  reported  that  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  A-dministration  of  Massachusetts  had  made  a  com¬ 
plete  survey  of  the  Braintree-Quincy  areas  and  stated  that 
Braintree  had  one  of  the  '  Finest  Airport  Sites  on  the  South- 
Shore".  This  large  field  is  a  "Natural  Airport  Site",  containing 
over  20  acres  of  fairly  level  land,  located  on  Route  128,  a 
short  distance  from  the  "Five  Corners"  section,  extending  to 
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Great  Pond  which  supplies  Braintree,  Randolph  and  Holbrook 
with  their  water  supply.  There  are  several  deposits  of  gravel 
within  a  short  distance  of  this  field  which  will  tend  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  construction  when  the  Airport  is  built. 

At  the  1947  Annual  Town  Meeting  a  vote  was  passed  to 
appoint  an  Airport  Commission  of  five  persons  as  required  by 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  develop  an  Airport  in  the 
Town  of  Braintree  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  who 
are  interested  in  aviation.  The  committee  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  was  as  follows:  William  G.  Brooks,  Chairman; 
Harlan  W.  Kingsbury,  Secretary;  Frank  L.  Heaney,  John  W: 
Murphy  and  George  T.  Woodsum.  This  committee  suggested 
that  all  persons  interested  in  aviation,  who  are  residents  of 
the  town,  form  an  association  and  make  plans  for  the  building 
of  a  private  Airport  for  the  use  of  Braintree's  War  Vets  and  others 
who  are  interested  in  aviation. 

A  survey  of  the  town  showed  that  over  100  young  men 
were  interested  in  the  construction  of  Braintree's  first  Airport 
and  ready  to  do  their  part  in  this  great  project.  Realizing  that 
it  would  be  impossible  to  ask  the  town  to  vote  a  large  sum  of 
money  for  an  Airport,  the  Braintree  Airport  Commission  told 
Town  Meeting  members  in  March,  1948,  that  if  permission  could 
be  obtained  to  use  Town-owned  land  which  is  under  the  juris- 
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diction  of  the  Water  Department,  that  the  100  young  men  in¬ 
terested  in  aviation  were  ready  to  build  their  own  airfield. 

On  June  9,  1948,  following  several  important  meetings,  the 
Water  Commissioners  of  Braintree,  consisting  of  Thomas  E. 
Sears,  Chairman;  Joseph  Landers  and  Willard  P.  Shepard, 
granted  a  license  to  the  Airport  Commission  to  use  for  air¬ 
port  purposes,  87.1  acres  of  land  to  construct  an  air  strip  2000 
feet  long  by  approximately  80  feet  in  width,  running  in  an  east- 
west  direction.  This  land  is  adjacent  to  Great  Pond  bounded 
by  King  Hill  Road  and  West  Street,  near  Route  128.  Permission 
was  given  to  carry  on  the  construction  work,  to  cut  down  cer¬ 
tain  trees  and  use  gravel  from  pits  located  on  the  premises. 
George  W.  Watson,  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department, 
agreed  to  work  with  the  Airport  Commission  in  locating  the 
airfield. 

The  airport  is  registered  with  the  Massachusetts  Aeronau¬ 
tics  Commission  as  a  private  airport  and  acknowledgment  of 
this  registration  in  letter  dated  June  22,  1948,  is  signed  by 
James  F.  Byrne,  Chief  Airport  Engineer. 

On  June  22,  1948,  a  formal  hearing  was  held  by  the  Board 
of  Appeals  under  the  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Braintree. 
Under  date  of  August  3,  1948,  a  letter  was  received  by  the 
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Braintree  Airport  .Commission  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  grant¬ 
ing  the  request  to  establish  an  airport  as  requested  by  the  Air¬ 
port  Commission. 

The  necessary  legal  papers  to  clear  the  way  for  Brain¬ 
tree's  first  Airport  were  drawn  up  by  the  Town  Counsel,  Jona¬ 
than  W.  French.  It  was  agreed  that  all  necessary  insurance 
to  safeguard  the  public  and  relieve  the  Town  of  all  liability  of 
activity  on  the  airport  be  presented  to  the  Airport  Commission 
before  active  flying  commenced.  These  policies  were  duly 
filed  at  a  later  date. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  consisting  of  Raymond  P.  Palmer, 
John  W.  Mahar  and  Albert  E.  Roberts,  gave  their  complete 
approval  of  the  Airport  project  and  promised  their  support  to 
the  Airport  Commission. 

Several  prominent  flyers  who  are  residents  of  the  town 
formed  the  Braintree  Airport  Association  consisting  of  the  active 
flyers  of  the  town  who  were  interested  in  constructing  the  air¬ 
port.  The  leaders  in  this  project  were  Victor  Heurlin,  Harlan 
Kingsbury  and  Jack  Murphy,  who  were  the  first  officers  of  the 
Association.  The  membership  of  this  Association  today  num¬ 
bers  150  persons. 

During  the  last  year  this  active  association  has  worked 
every  week-end  in  clearing  land  and  constructing  an  air  strip 
1800  feet  in  length  by  80  feet  wide  which  is  now  used  daily  by 
members  of  the  association.  Several  personally-owned  planes 
are  tied  down  on  the  plot  of  land  adjoining  the  Airport  and 
members  of  the  Association  are  planning  to  increase  this  num¬ 
ber  during  the  coming  year.  The  entire  cost  of  this  project  has 
resulted  from  small  dues  paid  by  members  and  a  few  contribu¬ 
tions  from  citizens  of  the  town. 

This  small  strip  has  given  the  members  of  the  Association 
an  opportunity  to  fly  their  planes  from  this  strip  during  dry 
weather  but  it  has  been  found  that  considerable  grading  will 
be  necessary  to  make  this  area  usable  during  any  wet,  rainy 
season. 

During  the  last  two  years  no  appropriations  have  been 
made  by  the  Government  or  State  to  give  aid  to  construction  of 
small  airports.  Recently  word  was  received  by  the  Airport 
Commission  that  money  will  soon  be  available  from  the  Federal 
Government  and  State  to  build  a  commercial  airport  in  Brain¬ 
tree  if  members  desire  to  accept  the  appropriations.  This  com¬ 
munication  has  been  discussed  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  the  Town  of  Braintree  and  decision  will  be  made  at  the  An¬ 
nual  Town  Meeting  this  year  if  the  Town  desires  to  accept 
Federal  aid  in  building  an  Airport  in  the  Town  of  Braintree.

The  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  during  the 
year  1948  progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  program  in¬ 
stituted  for  the  educational  and  physical  improvement  of  our 
schools.  This  could  not  have  been  achieved  but  for  the  splendid 
cooperation  given  us  by  the  administrative  officers  of  the  school 
department,  the  faculty,  the  custodians  and  the  citizens  of  the 
Town.  To  the  citizens  we  are  especially  grateful  for  their  sym¬ 
pathy  and  understanding  manifested  during  the  many  special 
Town  Meetings  held,  so  that  the  additions  and  alterations  to 
the  High  School  would  not  be  halted  because  of  technical  dif¬ 
ficulties. 

Our  educational  program  has  been  strengthened  in  the 
grades  by  the  adoption  of  the  Rinehart  System  of  Penmanship, 
the  McKee  Language  Series  and  by  the  initiation  of  the  Ele¬ 
mentary  Teachers'  Institute.  In  the  High  School  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  courses  of  study  prescribed  for  the  English 
and  Mathematics  Departments  resulting  in  more  balanced 
curricula. 

The  Health  program  has  been  extended,  particularly  the 
Dental  Clinic,  by  an  increased  budget  and  in  cooperation  with 
our  Health  Department. 

Athletics  have  been  developed  to  allow  more  boys  and 
girls  to  participate.  While  this  may  cost  the  Town  somewhat 
more,  nevertheless  it  is  a  program  that  should  be  encouraged. 
We  found  on  investigation  that  few  tpwns  or  cities  can  boast 
of  a  program  as  well  balanced  as’  ours. 

Visual  Education  has  been  enlarged  and  greatly  improved 
by  the  appointment  of  a  Director  and  the  purchase  of  additional 
equipment. 

In  the  special  fields  such  as  Art,  Music,  Home  Economics 
and  Shop  Work  the  success  that  has  been  theirs  continues. 

One  of  the  most  important  phases  of  educational  work 
is  Guidance.  In  this  work  we  have  been  particularly  successful 
in  spite  of  limited  personnel  and  means. 

The  beginning  of  Adult  Education  realized  after  many  years 
is  a  progressive  one.  Many  of  our  townspeople  enjoy  its  bene- 
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fits.  While  some  criticism  is  placed  on  such  classes  as  Decora¬ 
tive  Arts,  Public  Speaking,  etc.,  it  must  be  remembered  that  this 
program  trains  one  to  use  leisure  time  well  and  to  balance  it 
wisely. 

Safety  is  being  constantly  stressed  and  the  Safety  Directors 
are  to  be  highly  commended  for  their  excellent  leadership. 

The  Federal  Lunch  program  was  further  enhanced  by  the 
appointment  of  a  supervisor.  Our  financial  report  for  the  year 
shows  that  this  work  has  been  self  supporting  and  that  there  is- 
a  small  balance,  mostly  inventory. 

Start  of  the  much-needed  addition  to  the  High  School  was 
accomplished.  At  the  present  rate  of  progress  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  addition  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  with 
the  start  of  school  in  the  Fall  of  1949.  Equipment  is  arriving 
daily  for  our  Shop  Department,  and  plans  are  being  made  to 
start  courses  with  the  opening  of  school. 

Fluorescent  Light  Fixtures  are  now  installed  in  the  class¬ 
rooms  throughout  all  the  schools.  This  improvement  together 
with  the  painting  of  light  shades  of  color  and  the  bleaching 
of  the  floors  has  greatly  improved  the  "brightness  ratio"  and 
classroom  appearance. 

Despite  apparent  transportation  problems  when  the  Lovell 
Bus  Lines  defaulted,  this  was  overcome  when  arrangements 
were  completed  with  the  Hudson  Bus  Lines  to  carry  on  at  no 
extra  cost  to  the  Town.  The  Hudson  Lines  have  given  us  good 
service  and  have  been  very  co-operative. 

With  the  start  of  school,  in  the  Fall,  came  many  problems, 
particularly  Housing.  We  refer  you  to  Dr.  William  K.  Wilson's 
report  titled  "School  Building  Survey  and  Long  Range  Plan 
of  School  Plant  Development".  Copies  of  this  report  may  be 
procured  at  the  School  Committee  rooms.  We  urge  all  towns¬ 
people  to  read  it.  The  report  is  an  excellent  one,  prepared 
by  an  expert  in  this  field.  Though  some  phases  of  the  program 
outlined  may  have  to  be  revised,  the  report  in  the  main  should 
be  used  as  a  guide  and  not  pigeon-holed  as  is  too  often  the  case 
with  Surveys.  This  is  a  "plan"  and  should  be  used  as  such.  As 
we  are  faced  with  a  serious  housing  problem,  it  would  be  to 
the  Town's  interest  to  have  the  School  Committee  appoint  an 
Advisory  Committee  composed  of  nine  members,  one  citizen 
from  each  of  the  six  precincts  and  three  from  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  the  matter  of  possible 
land  sites  for  future  school  purposes. 

School  costs  in  Braintree  are  mounting  as  in  other  com: 
munities.  We  have  tried  to  keep  our  budget  as  low  as  pos- 
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sible  and  still  maintain  the  high  standard  established  for  our 
schools. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  School  Committee  that  in  the 
future  a  specialist  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  conducting 
a  Remedial  Reading  program  in  our  elementary  schools.  This, 
with  our  Rinehart  system  already  working  and  our  revised 
Arithmetic  course,  will  develop  in  all  children  a  high  degree 
of  skill  i.e.,  ability  to  read,  express  and  clearly  understand 
an  opinion,  and  deal  accurately  with  "numbers,  —  three  very 
important  factors  in  life. 

We  continue  development  and  change  in  Curriculum  so  as 
to  bring  it  up-to-date  and  for  the  purpose  of  training  the  ''big 
group"  not  going  to  college  or  into  skilled  trades. 

We  develop  the  talents  of  each  individual. 

We  emphasize  social  responsibility. 

We  develop  good  health  and  physical  fitness. 

We  provide  an  adequate  library  in  all  schools. 

We  increase  bleacher  facilities  at  Hollis  Field. 

We  constantly  improve  our  school  buildings,  facilities,  and 
grounds. 

We  endorse  the  recommendations  of  the  School  Survey 
Committee. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools,  to  all  members  of  the  school  system,  to 
the  Parent-Teachers'  Associations,  to  Town  officials,  and  to  the 
citizens  for  their  co-operation  and  loyalty  during  the  past  year.

The  report  for  the  calendar  year  1948,  my  third  report  as 
superintendent,  will  cover  (A)  the  continuance  of  progress  in 
matters  previously  reported,  (B)  new  projects  currently  under¬ 
way,  as  well  as,  (C)  the  gradual  evolution  of  plans  for  the  future 
of  the  Braintree  Public  Schools. 

A.  Continued  Progress:  In  my  first  report  covering  eight

Teachers'  Salary  Schedule  still  below  average  for  our  size  town. 

Inadequate  revenue  to  support  athletics  because  of  small  seating 
capacity  of  athletic  field. 

Elementary  School  libraries  only  in  Highlands  and  Torrey 
schools;  all  need  these  facilities. 

The  unsatisfactory  items  in  the  inventory  above  are  chal¬ 
lenges  and  hence  indicate  the  areas  for  continued  effort  in  the 

years  to  come.

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B.  New  Projects:  (1)  In-service  training: 

•  •  {  ; 

Last  year  the  course  of  study  revision  programs  provided 
a  very  effective  means  for  introducing  new  methods  into  our 
curriculum.  This  work  continues  to  effect  constant  improvement. 

Outstanding  among  our  teacher  training  activities  was  the 
Institute  conducted  during  the  first  week  of  September,  before 
our  schools  began.  It  provided  stimulation  for  all  teachers  and 
served  as  a  very  effective  introduction  to  our  system  for  the 
new  teachers.  The  initiative  shown  by  the  teachers  who  were 
privileged  to  act  as  leaders  was  marvelous. 

The  meetings  on  the  afternoon  of  the  second  Wednesday 
of  each  month  have  provided  an  opportunity  to  go  more  min¬ 
utely  into  the  details  of  some  of  the  activities  set  forth  at  the 
Institute. 

Over  40  teachers  are  attending  a  B.  U.  Harvard  Exten¬ 
sion  Course  on  "Improvement  of  Reading  in  the  Middle  and 
Upper  Grades",  meeting  every  Thursday  4:15  -  6:00  at  the 
Hollis  School.  This  will  be  followed  the  second  semester  by  a 
course  in  Visual  Education.  Teachers  in  the  system,  with  few 
exceptions,  are  slowly,  yet  consistently  improving  their  teach¬ 
ing  methods  and  procedures. 

(2)  Braintree  High  School 

The  unanimous  vote  of  the  town  to  enlarge  the  high 
school  has  apparently  served  as  a  big  lift  to  the  morale  of  the 
student  body.  Many  of  the  problems  of  last  year  have  dis¬ 
appeared  with  the  prospects  of  first  class  accommodations  in 
view.  The  academic  work  of  the  school  has  gone  on  in  the 
midst  of  the  building  confusion  with  little  interruption  except 
for  the  two  day  lay-off  in  October  occasioned  by  the  lack  of 
heat.  Much  credit  is  due  the  pupils  for  their  cooperation  in 
carrying  on  the  work  in  unfavorable  conditions.  f 

•  |  :  y.<  i  i.'' 

Last  Spring  the  High  School  placed  many  more  of  oui 
graduates  in  college.  The  principal  believes  that  every  qualified 
student,  who  was  financially  able  to  meet  the  expenses  of  col¬ 
lege,  gained  admission.  Outstanding  among  the  admissions 
were  three  boys  who  were  accepted  at  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology  without  examinations.  \ 

The  increased  participation  in  the  elementary  school  ath¬ 
letic  program  has  resulted  in  a  much  greater  demand  by  the 
classes  entering  high  school  for  an  opportunity  to  take  part  in 
the  organized  program.  Adequate  facilities  in  the  addition  will 
provide  the  opportunity  to  carry  out  such  a  program,  but  addi¬ 
tional  money  will  be  needed  to  finance  a  program  which  offers 
an  opportunity  for  all  to  participate.  Gate  receipts  from  the  varsity 
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sports  are  inadequate  to  support  these  activities  for  all  who  want 
them.  A  larger  seating  capacity  at  Hollis  Field  would  go  a  long 
way  toward  remedying  the  situation.  ^ 

(3)  Dental  Program 

- 

Thanks  to  the  progressive-minded  people  of  Braintree  it  n 

has  been  possible  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  Dental  Program 
due  to  additional  funds  voted  last  town  meeting. 

We  are  especially  appreciative  of  the  work  of  our  local 
dentists  who  have  volunteered  their  time  for  free  examination 
of  elementary  school  children,  as  well  as  having  attended  so 
many  committee  meetings  to  help  in  formulating  plans  to  make 
Braintree's  program  one  of  the  best  in  the  State.  The  Board 
of  Health  and  the  School  Department  are  working  as  a  unit  to 
carry  out  this  program. 

Since  the  revised  program  of  service  and  education  for 
Kindergarten  through  the  eighth  grade  started  in  September, 

1948,  a  true  picture  of  the  result  will  not  show  until  the  annual 
report  of  1949. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  fluoride  program  may  be  added  in  Janu¬ 
ary  for  those  that  have  had  their  work  done  in  the  clinics.  This 
additional  service  should  serve  a  two-fold  purpose: 

1.  To  reduce  the  number  of  cavities  that  will  develop 
in  the  present  group  that  are  receiving  their  treat¬ 
ment. 

2.  The  clinic  will  be  available  to  more  children  if  the 
number  of  cavities  per  child  is  reduced. 

(4)  Health  Service 

The  health  service  program  is  now  showing  the  result  of  j 

many  months  planning'  and  hard  work  put  in  by  the  staff.  The 
program  is  functioning  smoothly  with  excellent  cooperation  from  i 

all  people  whose  assistance  is  so  necessary  to  promote  good 
health  in  our  schools.  The  proof  is  in  the  reduced  number  of 
repeat  notices  sent  home  to  parents  in  regard  to  physical  de¬ 
fects. 

Since  the  administration  of  the  program  is  built  around  our 
Post-Index  system  of  recording  all  information  channeled  to  us 
by  those  connected  with  the  school,  it  has  eliminated  errors  in 
recording  of  information.  This  information  is  now  instantly 
available  to  those  who  need  it  to  complete  their  work. 

This  is  one  of  the  first  systems  developed  in  the  State  for 
recording  health  information  in  the  schools,  and  we  have  re¬ 
ceived  a  strong  indorsement  from  the  State  Department  of  Health 
for  this  step  forward. 

(5)  Music 
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GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS 

As.  in  past  years,  soloists,  ensembles,  beginning  bands  and 
orchestras  have  participated  at  many  various  functions  held 
throughout  the  grammar  field.  The  school  assembly  and  the 
P.T.A.'s  usually  are  the  main  outlet  for  the  different  groups. 

Results  of  the  drive  held  in  November  for  new  players  ex¬ 
ceeded  expectations.  Unusual,  perhaps,  is  the  variety  of  such  a 
large  selection  of  violins.  This  drive  will  be  continued  in  the 
North  District  next  year  and  I  am  confident  that  we  will  find 
the  number  doubled. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

As  is  the  usual  case,  the  band  participated  in  many  public 
events.  It  again  was  the  good  fortune  of  the  band  to  attend 
the  Annual  State  Music  Festival  held  at  Brockton  last  May. 
Although  the  practice  of  issuing  ratings  has  stopped,  I  feel 
sure  our  band  gave  a  very  satisfactory  account,  both  musically 
and  while  on  parade. 

The  orchestra,  infused  with  new  "string-blood"  should 
come  into  prominence  from  now  on.  Several  of  the  new  string 
players  are  considerably  advanced,  thereby  making  it  possible 
to  resume  the  study  of  genuine  orchestra  literature  once  again. 

Our  largest  attendance  yet,  over  800  friends,  attended 
our  twelfth  annual  music  festival.  The  combined  offering  of  the 
vocal  and  instrumental  groups  was  most  favorably  received 
and  enjoyed  by  all  present.

(6)  Guidance 

GUIDANCE  AND  ITS  RESPONSIBILITY 

Approximately  thirty-six  hundred  different  individuals 
moved  through  the  classrooms  of  the  various  schools  of  Brain¬ 
tree,  each  at  his  or  her  individual  rate.  That  was  the  aim  and 
objective  of  the  teachers  and  administrators  of  the  Braintree 
School  Department.  How  well  that  was  achieved  is  difficult  to 
measure  but  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  teachers  and  adminis¬ 
trators  worked  physically,  mentally  and  spiritually  at  the  task. 

INDIVIDUALIZED  EDUCATION 

The  responsibility  for  the  discovery  of  the  individual  differ¬ 
ences  among  the  thirty-six  hundred  children  was  the  chief  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  the  Guidance  Department.  The  measurement  of 
the  individual  differences  was  the  responsibility  of  Guidance, 
as  well.  A  record  of  the  progress  of  each  individual  as  he 
achieved,  aside  from  his  school  marks,  has  been  the  respon- 
*  sibility  of  Guidance  since  its  inception. 

Since  Guidance  has  the  job  of  individualizing  the  educa¬ 
tional  process,  it  begins  by  measurement  of  the  natural  talent 
that  appears  among  this  year's  four  hundred  sixty-five  kinder¬ 
garten  children.  This  measurement  task  necessitates,  first,  a 
general  measure  of  mental  maturity.  Following  this  test  on  the 
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WOULD  YOU  RATHER  BE  AN  ARTIST 


kindergarten  level  there  is  a  measurement  to  determine  whether 
the  youngster  is  ready  to  learn  to  read.  One  of  the  faults  in  our 
educational  system  throughout  the  country  in  past  years  has 
been  that  we  have  forced  children  to  concentrate  on  the  printed 
page  and  to  learn. from  it  long  before  the  child  is  ready  for  read¬ 
ing,  in  many  cases.  In  Braintree  we  have  been  able  to  correct 
.  this  blunder,  especially  during  the  past  two  years.  We  have 
been  as  scientific  about  it  as  we  could  be,  and  the  results 
should  be  obvious  as  these  very  young  children  come  up 
through  our  grades. 

1  READING  DIFFICULTIES 

Above  the  kindergarten  level  we  have  found  some  very 
bright  youngsters  who  have  been  unable  to  read  well.  They 
appear  to  be  very  well  adjusted  to  the  educational  procedure 
except  that  the  printed  word  has  very  little  meaning  for  them. 
These  poor-readers'  cases  appear  above  the  second  grade 
where  the  amount  of  effort  exerted  by  the  teacher  in  an  intelli¬ 
gent  and  scientific  manner  has  been  unable  to  produce  the 
desired  results.  Some  reading  difficulty  that  is  witnessed  in 
grade  one  evaporates  as  the  year  goes  on.  There  are  certain 
cases,  however,  that  fail  to  respond  even  with  the  best  concen¬ 
trated  effort  on  the  part  of  a  conscientious  teacher. 

In  other  words,  there  are  cases  of  reading  difficulty  that 
need  special  assistance.  Help  of  a  specialist  nature  is  needed. 
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.  .  .  OR  A  DRAFTSMAN? 


Such  a  specialist  was  requested  last  year  by  the  Guidance  De¬ 
partment,  so  that  a  remedy  could  be  secured  Without  further 
loss.  The  extra  salary  amount  to  engage  such  a  specialist 
teacher  to  work  with  the  Guidance  Department  was  cut  out 
of  the  budget.  And  the  same  need  still  exists,  even  more  so 
today;  as  we  have  neglected  several  cases  for  one  year,  the 
need  for  such  a  specialist  is  imperative. 

The  members  of  the  Guidance  staff  are  good  "general  prac¬ 
titioners",  to  use  medical  terminology,  but  are  not  reading  spe¬ 
cialists.  This  specialist  is  needed  to  supplement  our  staff. 

The  only  other  alternative  is  to  further  ignore  the  problem, 
or  to  send  our  worst  cases  to  the  Boston  Clinics,  but  that 
would  be  even  more  expensive.  There  are  more  than  just  a 
few  cases.  A  reading  specialist  here  on  the  job  could  assist 
the  classroom  teachers  in  better  understanding  of  their  own 
teaching  jobs. 

C.  PLANS  FOR  THE  FUTURE 

( 1 )  Housing  Needs: 

465  children  entered  kindergarten  this  year.  During  the 
next  ten  years  the  elementary  school  enrollment  will  double; 
94  additional  classrooms  will  be  needed. 
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At  present  overflow  classes  are  being  held  in  the  Mona 
tiquot  auditorium,  Hollis  auditorium,  Penniman  auditorium  and 
office,  and  the  former  kitchen  at  the  Perkins. 

Nine  additional  classes  must  be  formed  next  September. 
In  the  South  District  three  classes  can  be  accommodated;  in 
the  North  District,  by  sending  the  7th  and  8th  grades  to  B.  H.  S., 
and  certain  redistricting  between  the  Penniman  and  Hollis, 
the  needs  can  be  met;  in  the  East  District  (Lincoln,  Watson, 
Perkins  Schools)  no  facilities  can  be  made  available,  except 
school  auditoriums.  Experience  this  year  shows  such  use  is 
extremely  undesirable.  Besides  poor  lighting  and  heating  condi¬ 
tions,  the  use  of  auditoriums  for  classes  practically  eliminates 
other  normal  activities  in  physical  education,  assembly  pro¬ 
ductions  both  dramatic  and  musical,  orchestra  or  band  re¬ 
hearsals,  and  basketball  practices.  Rather  than  suggest  such 
use,  I  prefer  to  recommend  a  double  session  plan  for  the  lower 
grades,  undesirable  as  that  may  be. 

Therefore,  I  earnestly  appeal  for  a  sincere  effort  to  relieve 
the  immediate  shortage  in  the  East  District  by  construction  of  a 
new  elementary  school  and  minor  remodeling  at  the  Lincoln 
to  make  it  suitable  for  an  East  District  7th  and  8th  grade  school. 
Thereafter  the  program  outlined  in  the  Braintree  School  Build¬ 
ing  Survey  by  Dr.  W.  K.  Wilson  should  be  followed: 

1949  New  School  in  East  District  and  remodeling  of 
Lincoln. 

1950  Two  8-classroom  units  to  eventually  replace 
Perkins  and  Monatiquot. 

1951  Add  6  classrooms  to  Watson;  4  to  Torrey  Primary. 

1952  Extend  Highlands;  3  classrooms  for  grades,  8 
classrooms  and  special  rooms  for  grades  7  and  8. 

1953  Restudy  problem  to  plan  for  the  next  5  years! 

As  soon  as  possible  thereafter  these  projects  will  call  for 
attention: 

Modernization  of  Lincoln  Building. 

Expansion  of  Hollis;  enlargement  of  new  uits  for  Perkins 
and  Monatiquot. 

Extend  Noah  Torrey  Primary  further;  enlarge  new  East 
District  School. 

Further  addition  to  B.  H.  S. 
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The  building  program  plus  constantly  increasing  operating 
costs  will  place  a  prohibitive  tax  on  real  estate.  Financing  of 
the  school  program  will,  of  necessity,  become  more  and  more 
a  State  .function  if  the  problems  are  to  be  solved. 

(2)  State  Aid: 

Chapter  643  (1948)  provided  increased  State  subsidy  for 
school  operating  costs.  As  no  new  taxes  were  provided  by  this 
legislation,  the  School  Aid  results  in  a  decreased  distribution 
of  Income  Tax  receipts  on  a  valuation  basis;  hence  an  an¬ 
ticipated  $42,000  increase  in  School  Aid  is  apparently  offset  by 
loss  in  General  Funds.  A  new  bill  has  been  introduced  in  1949 
General  Court  for  raising  by  new  taxes  $25,000,000  for  School 
Aid;  $187,000  of  this  or  about  $6  on  the  tax  rate  would  come 
to  Braintree. 

Fortunately  Chapter  645  (1948)  providing  State  Aid  for 
School  Buildings  is  retroactive  and  covers  the  new  construc¬ 
tion  at  B.  H.  S.  for  which  the  Town  will  receive  a  33%  refund. 
This  also  applies  to  School  building  construction  approved  by 
June  30,  1951. 

Federal  Aid  also  appears  to  be  in  the  offing.

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(3)  Conclusion: 

(A)  The  P.T.A.  Associations  have  been  extremely  active 
this  year.  Membership  has  increased  and  meetings  are  well 
attended.  The  Associations  have  sponsored  parties  and  appro¬ 
priate  observance  of  those  days  which  our  children  like  to 
celebrate.  Hundreds  of  children  were  entertained  at  Hallow'en 
and  Christmas  time.  Good  playing  equipment,  library  books, 
visual  educational  material,  radios,  etc.,  have  been  provided. 
The  Associations  and  the  Parents'  Council  have  also  supported 
many  measures  locally  or  in  the  State  Legislature  which  had  as 
their  aim  the  improvement  of  the  program  and  facilities  in  our 
shcools.  They  have  also  been  a  good  influence  for  the  general 
welfare  of  the  teachers. 

There  has  been  a  better  understanding  between  the  school 
and  the  home  because  these  Associations  are  with  us. 

(B)  Appreciation  for  excellent  cooperation  in  the  interests 
of  the  schools  is  also  due  to  members  of  our  staff: 

To  the  custodians  for  the  excellent  care  of  the  buildings, 
help  with  the  maintenance  program,  special  attention  this  year 
to  heating  and  ventilation,  and  working  12  -  14  hours  per  day 
during  winter  season. 

To  the  teachers,  supervisors  and  principals  for  not  only  a 
fine  classroom  job,  but  also  for  extra  classroom  work  on  Courses 
of  Study,  special  committees,  courses  pursued,  hours  of  extra 
work  on  safety,  guidance,  special  programs,  P.T.A.  meetings, 
athletic  supervision,  etc. 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee  for  careful  analysis 
of  problems,  interested  discussions,  late  hours,  and  conscientious 
guidance.  , 

(C)  Teacher  training,  supervision,  committee  meetings,  se¬ 
curing  teachers,  business  administration,  maintenance  and  re¬ 
pairs,  supplies,  publicity,  attendance,  parent  relationships,  fuel, 
transportation,  lunchrooms,  evening  school,  community  activi¬ 
ties,  budget  preparation,  these  and  many  other  items  come 
under  the  supervision  of  your  Superintendent. 

He  also  prepared  specifications  and  advertised  for  $100,000 
worth  of  equipment  for  the  High  School  addition,  and  visits 
and  checks  the  high  school  construction  work  daily  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  High  School  Building  Committee. 

Work  on  the  School  Building  Survey  and  acting  as  educa¬ 
tional  advisor  to  the  Elementary  School  Survey  Committee 
have  taken  their  share  of  time.

The  school  enrollment  increased  220  in  September,  1948, 
and  will  continue  at  about  the  same  rate.  The  time  will  soon 
arrive  when  an  Elementary  Supervisor  and  a  Business  Manager 
will  be  necessary  to  lift  some  of  the  burden  from  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  if  he  is  to  have  the  time  to  concentrate  on  his  real  job 
of  improving  the  educational  aspects  of  the  school  system.

Our  librarian's  admirable  report  speaks  for  itself.  There 
is  nothing  we  can  add  save  heartily  to  commend  the  librarian 
and  her  loyal  staff  for  doing  their  work  so  well  under  such  dis¬ 
tressingly,  hampering  conditions. 

Now  that  the  Town  has  appropriated  the  money  and  se¬ 
cured  land  for  a  new  Library  site,  the  friends  of  the  Library 
should  rally  round  the  trustees  and  accelerate  the  movement 
for  a  new  Library  building.  It  is  a  vital  civic  project  that  has 
been  too  long  neglected. 

The  Librarian 

The  Citizens  of  Brainrtee  from  kindergarten  to  old  age  have 
done  it  again! 

They  have  used  the  library  more  than  ever  before. 

191,597  volumes  taken  into  their  homes  and  schoolrooms 
in  1948! 

10,954  more  books  than  in  1947! 

Students  and  adults  have  asked  hundreds  more  reference 
questions! 

8,697  of  Braintree's  population  are  registered  as  borrowers 
and  users  of  the  reference  collection! 

Correspondingly,  the  amount  of  clerical  work,  such  as  cata¬ 
loging,  processing  of  new  and  old  books  and  registration  has 
increased.  All  this  done  in  a  building  seventy-five  years  old, 
built  for  a  population  of  4,156.  With  the  increase  in  activity 
in  the  library,  the  work  space  becomes  more  and  more  crowded. 
The  pictures  in  this  report  show  these  facts  concretely.  To  do 
efficiently  the  amount  of  work  involved  in  a  library  of  this  size, 
calls  for  the  services  of  two  more  staff  members.  The  truth  is, 
however,  that  there  is  not  room  to  squeeze  workers  into  the 
space  available. 

What  are  the  trends  which  account  for  the  continued 
growth  of  the  library's  services? 

IN  THE  ADULT  DEPARTMENT 

More  and  more  use  of  the  library  by  college  students. 

This  is  evidenced  by  the  demand  for  standard  classics 
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and  historical  material.  Many  of  these  older  books  are  shelved 
in  the  cellar  or  in  the  balcony  for  lack  of  other  space.  The  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  times  a  staff  member  must  go  up  or  down 
stairs  to  get  a  book  is  very  noticeable.  It  is  a  waste  of  the 
borrower's  time  and  a  waste  of  the  staff's  time.  However,  we 
are  glad  that  we  have  these  old  books  for  often  a  student  tells 
us  he  has  not  been  able  to  get  such  books  anywhere  else. 

Back  numbers  of  periodicals  are  essential  to  students  also. 
The  library  keeps  the  most  important  magazines  for  five  years, 
others  for  three  years.  Many  of  these  will  be  kept  for  a  longer 
number  of  years  when  more  space  is  available  in  a  new 
building. 

TEEN  AGE  YOUNG  PEOPLE  NEED  THEIR  OWN  CORNER 

A  few  shelves  in  a  corner  of  the  reading  room  have  been 
set  aside  for  the  special  use  of  these  young  people.  It  provides 
a  place  where  they  may  easily  select  books  suitable  for  book 
reports,  books  for  recreational  reading  such  as  science  for  boys, 
and  books  on  clothes,  good  looks  and  manners,  dear  to  the 
heart  of  girls.  Young  people  appreciate  this  service  and  we 
hope  during  the  year  to  make  this  comer  more  and  more  in-

teresting  to  them.  When  children  enter  their  teens  it  has  been 
found  that  many  of  them  disappear  from  libraries.  They  be¬ 
come  bewildered  and  lost  when  they  try  to  select  titles  from 
the  maze  of  adult  books.  As  a  further  help  to  the  young  people, 
members  of  the  staff  have  marked  books  in  the  regular  adult 
stacks  with  a  special  mark,  thus  designating  their  suitability 
for  young  people. 

Housewife  and  Homeowner,  Collector  and  Man-of-all- 
Trades,  Business  man  and  Scientist  and  Sportsman  find  Books 
for  their  Problems  at  the  Library. 

The  ever  popular  type  of  book  on  how-to-make  things,  or 
how-to-fix-it  continues  in  great  demand.  Judging  by  the  beauti¬ 
ful  work  in  painting  and  rug-making  seen  at  recent  exhibits 
our  books  have  proved  useful.  The  man  of  the  household  has 
been  interested  in  house  plans  and  how  to  remodel  existing 
dwellings,  home  repairs,  also  mechanical  repairs  to  automo¬ 
biles  and  radios. 

Braintree  is  a  musical  community.  Two  years  ago  we  re¬ 
ported  borrowers  asking  about  record  collections.  During  1948 
more  and  more  people  have  said  "Why  can't  we  have  records 
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and  more  music  in  our  library?"  This  is  now  a  generally  recog¬ 
nized  part  of  a  library's  service.  Records  are  as  essential  as 
books  in  educational  work.  Just  as  soon  as  space  is  available 
Braintree  people  will  be  able  to  borrow  records;  not  only  rec¬ 
ords,  but  also  a  large  collection  of  music  scores. 

IN  THE  BOYS'  AND  GIRLS'  DEPARTMENT 

In  1948  as  in  the  year  1947,  the  greater  part  of  the  increase 
in  circulation  has  been  in  this  department.  Continued  work  with 
the  schools  by  Mrs.  Blair,  the  children's  librarian,  has  brought 
about  a  real  desire  for  ''reading  as  a  hobby",  not  only  as  a 
requirement  of  school  work.  In  commenting  on  trends  indicated 
by  the  increase  in  children's  reading,  Mrs.  Blair  has  given  the 
following  report. 

"The  most  noticeable  trend  in  the  Children's  Room  is  toward 
Younger  Borrowers.  This  increases  the  readers'  advisory  work 
greatly.  Left  to  themselves,  these  children  select  books  with 
attractive  covers  whose  contents  they  cannot  read.  The  proper 
procedure  is  to  ascertain  by  trial  just  where  the  child's  reading 
level  is,  inquire  what  kinds  of  stories  he  likes,  find  several  books 
that  meet  his  needs,-  and  leave  all  further  selections  to  him. 
The  difficulties  are  two:  there  are  not  a  great  number  of  books 
that  a  second,  grader  can  read;  and  it  is  practically  impossible 
to  give  so  much  attention  to  each  child  during  the  after¬ 
school  peak  when  the  room  is  crowded  with  children. 

The  second  noticeable  trend  is  toward  an  increasing  num¬ 
ber  of  Boys  from  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  grades.  These  want 
two  types  of  material,  adventure  and  sports  fiction  and  "things- 
to-do,"  like  "Boys'  Book  of  Science  and  Construction"  and 
"More  Fun  with  Magic."  Older  boys  require  considerable  help 
in  finding  just  what  they  need.  They  like  to .  know  what  a 
story  "is  about"  and  depend  heavily  upon  the  readers'  adviser 
in  their  selection. 

If  there  were  space,  much  of  this  selection  could  be  ar¬ 
ranged  before  the  afternoon  influx  by  collecting  different  types 
of  books,  each  with  an  attractive  display.  Then  the  child  could 
be  directed  to  the  collection  that  met  his  needs,  or  could  browse 
about  among  the  displays  that  attracted  him." 

Space  for  Exhibit  Purposes  and  Publicity  is  at  a  premium 
also.  However,  to  make  a  start  along  this  line,  we  have  pur¬ 
chased  a  small  display  case  for  use  in  the  hall  exhibits  planned 
by  Miss  Handy.  We  have  found  that  many  Braintree  people 
do  interesting  things  which  could  be  exhibited  if  there  were 
a  place.  Library  visitors  showed  great  interest  in  exhibits  of 
Model  Fire  Engines  made  by  Mr.  William  Low  of  Cleveland 
Avenue;  Hand-made  Dolls  made  by  Mrs.  Frances  Conway  or

Washington  Street;  model  locomotives  and  trains  made  by  Mr. 
Herman  Bishop  of  Taylor  Street,  and  Mr.  J.  J.  O'Connell  of 
Franklin  Street.  We  should  like  to  thank  each  of  these  library 
friends  for  the  loan  of  their  handiwork. 

From  the  estate  of  Mr.  Fred  N.  Manning  the  library  has 
received  a  collection  of  Photographs  and  genealogical  histories 
of  the  royal  families  of  Europe.  Mrs.  Manning,  a  former  trustee 
of  the  library,  had  for  her  particular  hobby  a  study  of  these 
royal  families.  She  took  great  pride  in  assembling  the  photo¬ 
graphs  and  working  out  the  lines  of  each  family.  It  was  her 
wish  that  the  library  receive  this  material  after  the  death  of  her 
husband.  The  library  accepts  with  gratitude  this  gift-  which 
will  prove  of  great  value  to  students  of  European  history. 

As  the  library  enters  the  seventy-fifth  year  in  this  building, 
we  feel  that  a  start  has  been  made  towards  the  goal  for  which 
we  are  striving; — A  New  and  Adequate  Library  Building  in 
order  that  the  citizens  of  Braintree  may  be  better  served.  Land 
has  been  purchased.  Now  we  can  go  ahead  with  working 
out  plans,  so  that  the  citizens  may  have  a  concrete  idea  of 
what  is  to  come. 

We  believe  we  have  an  interested  and  an  aroused  public. 

Recently  a  gentleman  was  noticed  looking  around  the 
library  building.  On  being  asked  if  he  could  be  assisted,  he 
said  that  he  was  a  town  meeting  member,  and  that  he  would 
like  to  inform  himself  on  conditions  that  existed.  Fie  had  heard 
that  a  new  building  was  needed,  but,  not  being  a  library  user, 
he  did  not  know  just  why.  He  was  amazed  at  what  he  saw, 
and  felt  that  now  he  could  understand  when  further  talk  about 
a  new  building  was  made.  He  felt  that  every  town  meeting 
member  should  take  it  upon  himself  to  investigate  the  situation 
just  as  he  had.  We  are  grateful  to  this  gentleman,  and  we  invite 
every  town  meeting  member  to  come  into  the  library.  A  staff 
member  will  be  very  happy  to  take  him  on  a  tour  of  inspection. 

Finally,  if  each  citizen  were  to  ask  himself  with  all  fair¬ 
ness  these  three  questions  concerning  the  library's  place  in 
education,  what  would  the  answer  be?  Emphatically  a  new 
library  building  as  soon  as  possible. 

1.  Do  you  believe  the  library  is  a  part  of  the  educational 
system  of  the  town?  YES. 

2.  Where  do  students  from  kindergarten  to  old  age  get 
materials  to  further  their  education?  The  LIBRARY. 

3.  In  a  long  range  plan  for  educational  facilities  in  the  town, 
what  is  one  of  the  first  needs?
